BRILLIANT MILITARY PARADE 


Erench Sailors and Band from the 
Battleship Gaulois in Line. 


‘March with Tars of the American Fleet 
and Many Regiments of Cavalry 
and Infantry Amid the Plaudits 


of Immense Crowds. 


Of all the military and naval pageantry 
that distinguished yesterday's reception of 
the Rochambeau delegation by the City of 
New York, the appearance of a hundred 
French sailors, marching through the 
streets of the American metropolis with a 
French flag at their head, was probably 
the most striking feature. The hundred 
jackies came from the battleship Gaulois, 
now anchored off West Thirty-fourth 
Street, in the North River. They formed 
one section of the grand parade that had 
been arranged in honor of the men sent to 
this country by the French Republig, to 
participate in the unveiling of the Rocham- 
beau Monument, in Washington, last week. 

The parade, which was in charge of 
Major Gen. Charles F. Roe of the National 
Guard, was one part of the day’s celebra- 
tion. Another was the formal reception by 
the city officials in the City Hall. At night, 
after the public festivities had been com- 
pleted, there was a dinner in honor of the 
foreign visitors at the Waldorf-Astori. 
Hotel, where the delegation is stopping 
while here. 

Though the Rochambeau delegation has 
been in the United States for a week, and 
has seen evidence elsewhere that their mis- 
sion is apprciated widely as a sign of con- 
tinued friendship on the part of their re- 
public, yesterday was the first time New 
York had had the opportunity of welcom- 
ing them. But for the cloudy weather and 
a fatal accident due to the gathering of an 
enormous crowd in Fifth Avenue during 
the parade, the welcome was a success. 
Thd National Guard's appearance elicited 
the warm applause of the French officers, 
and the greetings of the Mayor and Alder- 
men seemed to meet with the unqualified 
approval of all the members of the delega- 
tion. 

It was 4 o'clock in the afternoon, half 
an hour after the schedule time, when 
the United States dispatch boat Dolphin, 
from West Point, anchored.off the Battery

Before the Dolphin was sighted off the 
Battery the navy yard tug Nina had 
brought from the Gaulois 100 jackies and a 
band of forty-five pieces, under command 
of Lieut. Uroy, Bnsign Puech, and Cadets 
Cayl and Marcenst. This detachment lined 
up opposite the Barge Office. The men 
wore their dress uniforms, consisting of 
big-bottomed trousers and blue blouses, 
On each man's flap-toppes cap was a flam- 
ing red tassel. They carried themselves 
very rigidly and marched like clockwork. 

Hardly had the French sailors taken 
their position when 200 American tars from 
the battleships Kearsarge and Alabama ar- 
rived at the Barge Office pier. They, too, 
lined up across the street with their band, 
one end of their line almost touching the 
French ranks. In front of the Americans 
was hoisted an American flag; in front of 
the Frenchmen, a French flag. The two 
lines waited, tmmovable, the coming of the 
distinguished visitors, and while they wait- 
ed a guard of mounted police, followed by 
a whole troop of Squadron A, wheeled from 
Broadway into Whitehall Street at a fast 
clip and made ready to act as advance 
guard of honor in the march to the City 
Hall. 

James B. Reynolds, Mayor Low’s secre- 
tary, came about the same time. He rode 
in the Mayor's closed carriage, from the top 
of which floated a white flag bearing the 
coat of arms of New York and the word 
‘““Mayor.” In another coach vile

lett. M. Bruwaert, the French Consul Gen- 
eral at this port, followed, accompanied by 
the members of his staff. 


GREETED WITH CHEERS AND MUSIC. 


After some delay the party from the 
Dolphin reached the Barge Office landing 
in three launches, the water at that point 
being too shallow to permit of bringing the 
dispatch boat to shore. As the different 
members of the delegation and French Em- 
bassy stepped ashore they were greeted by 
Mr. Reynolds, who extended tp them the 
city’s welcome and introduced the Aldermen 
and the Consul General. “in a straggling 
line the party marched off the pier to the 
sidewalk, opposite which the jackies had 
been stationed, and the American band 
played the National air, while the air re- 
sounded with cheers from a crowd of 
many thousand people who had assembled 
in the vicinity. 

One by one the nine carriages that had 
been provided for the party was drawn 
up, and the visitors entered in their turn. 
In the first one was Ambassador Cambon, 
Secretary Peirce, M. de Margerie, and Mr. 
Reynolds; in the second, Gen. Brugere, Col. 
Bingham, Major Berthelot, and Capt. Fil- 
loneau; in the third, Vice Admiral Fournier, 
Commander Rodgers, Lieut. Sauvaire-Jour- 
dan, and Licut. le Jay. Counts de Rocham- 
beau and de Lafayette occupied the next. 
The Countess de Rochambeau and the other 
women of the touring party did not come 
to the Battery, for the bad weather had 
caused them to reconsider their original 
intention to take part in the ride through 
the city. 

The procession that started up town was 
headed by the mounted police and the cav- 
alry troop. Then came the carriages, and 
after them the French sailors. The Amer- 
ican jackies brought up the rear. 

At the Battery, along every block of 
lower Broadway, around the City Hall 
Park and beyond were stationed hundreds 
of policemen. They had plenty of work. 
There was not a break in the crowd that 
lined the sidewalks. They were packed too 
close to move on the streets and ma in 
every doorway. From the windows of each 
building along the line of march other 
thousands peered out, cheered the visitors, 
and scattered the pavements with ticker 
tape. 

The National Guard’s arrangements be- 
low the City Hall were in charge of Major 
Greer of Gen. Roe’s staff, and the trip up 
town was without a hitch of any sort. A 
brigade of street cleaners had been at work 
all day getting ready for the procession, 
and Broadway never looked better on a 
rainy day. The cars were stopped at the 
Battery, to remain half blocked for the 
rest of the afternoon. Every side street 
was blocked with trucks, and many vehicles 
of all sorts were caught along Broadway 
at different points, so that they had to 
wait for hours to extricate themselves. 

The French jackies, next to the gayly 
uniformed officers, attracted the most at- 
tention, and the sight of the French flag 
aroused enthusiasm from one end of the 
line to the other. The American sailors, of 
course, came in for their share of the ap- 
plause, but the crowds seemed to think it 
right to give the strangers and the foreign 
flag the loudest “ send-off,” 

The procession reached the City Hall at 
about 4:30 o'clock. While the cavalry, po- 
lice, and sailors formed outside, the delega- 
tion and its special escort alighted from 
their carriages and entered the headquar- 
ters of the Municipal Government to be 
welcomed officially by the Mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen. 


AT THE CITY HALL. 


Speeches of Welcome by Mayor Low 
and President Fornes, and Ambas- 
sador Cambon’s Response. 


There was no delay in the ceremony of 
welcoming New York's guests at the City 
Hall. The delegation, upon entering the 
building, were immediately esgorted to the 
Governor's room by Secretary Reynolds 
and Ambassador Cambon. The historic 
room was crowded with members of the 
committee appointed by Mayor Low to re- 
ceive the visitors. Mayor Low said after 
the formal presentations: 

‘Mr. Ambassador, I take greac pleasure 
in presenting to you prominent citizens of 
this clty—ex-Mayors, officers of the City 
Government, and others—who have kindly 
consented to serve on the honorary com- 
mittee to bid you welcome. The Alder- 
manic Committee will shortly wait upon 
you and invite you to their Council Cham- 
ber, where I will welcome you in the name 
of the city.” 

While waiting for the Aldermanic com- 
mittee, the Mayor called attention to the 
writing table which was used by George 
Washington. The Aldermanic committee 
of fifteen, with Alderman James Bridges 
near the head of the procession, came into 
the Governor's Room, and Mr. Low said: 

‘*Mr. Ambassador, may I have the honor 
to present the committee of the Board of 
Aldermen who have been appointed to ask 
you to the Aldermanic Chamber? May I 
present to you the Chairman of the com- 
mittee, Alderman Willett?” 

The procession was then formed, headed 
by Mayor Low and Ambassador Cambon. 
The throng which crowded the meeting 
room of the Board of Aldermen arose as 
they entered, and there was some hand- 
clapping. ’ 

SPEECHES OF WELCOME. 

President Fornes of the Board of Aldermen 
said after Ambasgador Cambon had taker 
his seat on the right of the rostrum and 
Mayor Low on the left: ‘ 

“I deem it a great privilege and honor to 
tender, on behalf of the Board of Alder- 
men, té you, Mr. Ambassador, Comte de 
Rochambeau, and your associates, repre- 
senting the Republic of France, a most 
cordial welcome to the legislative hall of 
the City of New York, and also to express 
our high appreciation of the honor your 
presence confers upon us. 

“The noble historic event which your so- 
journ in our country commemorates awak- 
ens a precious memory of the heroic deeds 
of your kindred and countrymen in the es- 
tablishment of a republican form of gov- 
ernment, where the only sovereign is the 
will of a majority of its citizens. We, rep- 
resentatives of the City of New York, ex- 
press in its behalf the hope of an enduring 
friendship between the citizens of our 'be- 
loved countries, so that, as Governments 
create histories, the brightest pages there- 
of will record the blessings and prosperity 
of the French and American Republics. 

“May the same noble. spirit which 
prompted the valiant Marshal Rochambeau 
and his loyal comrades ever be alive in the 
birth, growth, and stability of republic- 
an torm of government, and the entwined 
flags of France and the United States, re- 
minding us of the union of heart and hand 
of Washington and Rochambeau, be typi- 
cal of the bond of friendship and good-will 
between the Jonas and vigorous Republic 
ef the Old and the powerful! and progressive 
republic of the New World. 

“We trust your visit to the Nation your 
kindred so materially helped to inaugurate 
in a career of greatness will ever be the 
cause of pleasant mutual recollections.” 

The welcome was then extended to the 
members of the Rochambeau mission by 
Mayor Low in the following speech: 

*“Mr. Ambassador and gentlemen of the 
Rochambeau mission, who so worthily rep- 
resent the Republic of France: 

“The Mayor of the City of New York 
carries on his official business in the pres- 
ence of the portrait of Lafayette, who 
represents to us Americans the eaesous 
ardor of the French people for the ideals of 
»~olitical liberty. e representatives of 
New York are glad to have the opportunity 
to-day, in greeting your distinguished dele- 
gation, to acknowledge the services to this 
city of the French nation through the co- 
operation of the regular army and navy 
with the forces of the American Colonies. 

“The decisive battle resulting from this 
co-operation was fought at Yorktown, upon 
the soil of Virginig, but it ushered in the 
historic scene at Fraunces’s Tavern, in this

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OHIO STATE CONVENTION | 


Senator Hanna in Full Control of 
the Republican Gathering. 


Only One Anti-Hanna Man on the New 
State Committee, and He “ Has 
Been Reconciled.” 


CLEVELAND, May 27.—The feature of 
the Republican State Convention here to- 
day was the unanimity of sentiment in fa- 
vor of Senator Hanna. He has been the 
centre of interest since his arrival from 
Washington last Sunday. The conferences 
of leaders with him continued to-day, but 
when it came to the meeting of the dele- 
gates by Congressional districts at 2 P. 
M. the sentiment for him was demon- 
strated in an unprecedented degree. His 
friends had claimed eighteen out of the 
twenty-one districts, and more than real- 
ized their expectations. 

Interest centred in 
State committeemen, as the new State 
Central Committee, chosen to-day, will 
have control next year, when members of 
the Legislature are elected, who will choose 
the successor to Mr. Hanna in the Senate. 
It is claimed to-night that there was only 
one anti-Hanna man selected on the new 
State Committee, and that he “has been 
reconciled."" The drift of sentiment in all 
the preliminary meetings was most enthu- 
siastic for the Senator, and in the conven- 
tion the delegates would not rest till he 
got up and showed himself, although he 
insisted that he would not discuss the issues 
in advance of the keynote speech of Gen. 
Grosvenor, who is to be the permanent 
presiding officer to-morrow. 

Above the platform were suspended large 
portraits of McKinley and Roosevelt. Sec- 
retary of State Laylin, who will be re- 
nominated to head the State ticket, and 
other State officers and leaders, were 
seated on the platform. Senator Hanna sat 
in the rear of the large hall with the 
Cuyahoga delegation, but he was the cen- 
tre of attraction even there, After the con- 
vention adjourned he repaired to his home, 
and to-night that place became the mecca 
of delegates and others. While Senator 
Hanna declined te speak to-day in advance 
of Gen. Grosvenor, it’ is understood that 
he will respond to-morrow. 

The armory, which has 8,000 chairs, was 
well filled when P. W. Durr of Cincinnati, 
Chairman of the State Central Committee, 
called the convention to order at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. Chairman Durr reviewed 
the history of the last State campaign and 
congratulated the party on the outlook for 
this year, and then announced that the 
State Committee had selected the following 
temporary officers for the convention: 

Chairman—Gov. George K. Nash; Secre- 
tary—John R. Malloy, Columbus; Sergeant 
at Arms—William F. Gass, Cincinnati. 

Gov. Nash was tendered an ovation on 
being introduced, and spoke as follows: 

‘The most important part of the busi- 
ness of Ohio,’ mercantile, commercial, min- 
ing, manufacturing, and industrial, is car- 
ried on through and by means of artificial 
persons, created by the State and known 
as corporations. in them the capital of 
our people is invested more or less profit- 
ably. By them labor is employed and fair 
wages paid. They have developed our min- 
ing resources, erected our great manufac- 
tories, constructed our railroads, and trans- 
agted. the business connected with our trade 
and commerce, until our State has become 
very great and very prosperous. These 
corporations should not be looked upon as 
the enemies of the people, but as_ their 
friends, capable of still further dévelopin 
and making useful the great resources o 
our State, and giving to labor remunerative 
employment and to capital safe investment. 

“The last Legislature looked with 
friendly spirit upon the presence of cor- 
porations in Ohio. It equalized taxation by 
requiring corporations to pay something for 
the benefit which they received at the 
hands of the State. It did all that it could 
to confer upon such corporations valuable 
privileges, enjoyed by like corporations in 
other States. It has sent a cordial invita- 
tion to millions of extirpated capital to re- 
turn to the former home, to be a part and 
parcel of and the part creator of the future 
greatness and prosperity of Ohio. 

“I congratulate you that the National 
Republican Party controls the destinies of 
this great Republic. I congratulate you 
that in the person of Theodore Roosevelt 
we have a President from whose lips fell 
the solemn pledge to pursue without varia- 
tion and untarnished the great and benefi- 
cial policies of William McKinley. Our 
loved one has fallen but the Nation and 
her people live, to be blessed forever by his 
theories of government. 

“One week ago to-day the flag of free 
Cuba, a new republic, was unfurled, float- 
ing over an independent natioh. I con- 
gratulate you that thus has been redeemed 
a Republican pledge, given by a powerful 
nation to a weak and nearly exhausted 
people. I congratulate you that our flag 
still waves in the Philippine Islands. There 
it will remain.” 

At the conclusion of Gov. Nash's speech 
committees were announced, after which 
the convention adjourned until 10 A. M. 
to-morrow. 

While the interests of Senator Hanna 
were stg in the selection of all the 
committees, others were recogfifzed in the 
selection of the Committee on Resolutions. 
Congressmen Dick, Gill, Hildebrandt, 
Nevin, Skiles, and Tayler were selected on 
this committee, and three members of the 
Legislature—Harding, Patterson, and Cole. 

At the meeting of the delegates of the 
Eighteenth Congressional District, R. W. 
Tayler declined the nomination for re-elec- 
tion as Congressman on account of recent 
engagements as an attorney, but his 
friends were prompt in stating that this 
did not take him out of the race for the 
Governorship. 

The Committee on Resolutions met this 
evening to pass upon the platform drafted 
by Congressman Dick. After the full com- 
mittee had been in session until after 11 
P. M., a sub-committee consisting of 
Messrs. Dick, Harding, and Taylor was ap- 
pointed to revise the draft of a platform 
that Gen. Dick had submitted. The prin- 
cipal change was in the plank on Cuban 
reciprocity. A resolution offered by Al- 
bert A. Douglas was substituted for the 
plank that Gen, Dick had drafted. The 
only contest in the committee was on this 
resolution, which as adopted is an Indorse- 
ment of the policy of President Roosevelt 
and of the Ohio Republican Congressmen, 
with the exception of Gen. Dick. 

With the ee ee practically completed 
to-night and only three nominations for 
minor places to be made, it is thought that 
the convention will conclude early to-mor- 
row, although Gen. Grosvenor will speak at 
length and the time of Senator Hanna's 
speech is something of which he is himself 
unable to give any information. There is 
some talk about calling out the candidates 
for Governor for trial heats on the platform 
if the work of the convention concludes 
early in the day. 

A feature of the day was a reception by 
the ladies of Cleveland to the visiting la- 
dies, with Mrs. M. A. Hanna heading one 
receiving line and Mrs. T. L. Johnson, wife 
of the Mayor, and other prominent ladies 
heading additional lines. This reception 
was to have been followed by sightseeing 
tours, but the cold rain changed the pro- 


gramme.

SHIP COMBINE’S LEGALITY. 


Comment of London Times’s Berlin Cor- 
respondent—Kaiser Deeply Inter- 
ested in the Combination.

LONDON, May 28.—It may be 
sumed, says the Berlin correspondent of 
The Times, that the financial arrange- 
ments between the North Atlantic ship- 
ping combination and the German steam- 
ship companies have been submitted to 
competent legal advisers in order to se- 
cure their opinion, but it is not always 
possible even for American lawyers to 
anticipate the views of the United States 
Supreme Court on a contract of this nat- 
ure in the event of a dispute. 

The correspondent says he believes 
that the court annulled a contract pre- 
senting certain analogies, namely, the 
contract between two Oregon railroads, 
one of which rented the road and stock of 
the other, not for the purpose of using 
them, but in order to avert competition. 
The court’s ground for annulling the 
contract was that it was not calculated 
to serve the public interest, but was de- 
signed to establish an artificial monop- 
oly.

BERLIN, May 27.—Emperor William

Herren Ballin and Wiegand obtained his 
Majesty’s approval of all the features of 
the agreement before the document was 
signed. 


AN ATLANTIC RATE WAR? 


Report that If Outside Lines Refuse to 
Join the Combine They Are to be 
Crushed Out of Existence. 


LONDON,. May 28.—The Daily Chronicle 
says it has learned that Herr Ballin of the 
Hamburg-American Line insists that the 
Morgan shipping syndicate shall give the 


outside Atlantic steamship lines a final op- 
portunity to join the combination, failing 
which they are to be crushed out of exist- 
ence. 

This threat, says the paper, is undoubted- 
ly aimed at Elder, Dempster & Co., and is 
likely to .2ed. to a severe rate war. 


Counsel for Prisoners Denies Right of 
Detective Carpenter to Arrest 
the Two Men. 


QUEBEC, May 27.—L. A. Taschereau, 
counsel for Col. Gaynor and Capt. Greene, 
has filed his answers to Deteetive Car- 
penter’s affidavit produced in the Supreme 
Court last week. Besides denying the al- 
legations of the affidavit in general, coun- 
sel for the accused denies that Carpenter 
was a Dominion or Provincial police of- 
ficer, and had no authority whatever to 
serve the warrant issued by Magistrate La 
Fontaine; that the warrant was illegal; 
that Carpenter had arrested the accused 
in an illegal manner, and had carried them 
away by force to Montreal on board a 
steamer illegally leased for that purpose, 
and after having deceived the petitioner. 

After taking away the petitioners from 
Quebec he declared Carpenter always had 


them in his charge and responsibility, and 
that the parties mentioned in his (Carpen- 
ter’s) answer to the motions for his im- 
prisonment were employes of the tatter; 
that, moreover, they prevented the peti- 
tioners from having access to their coun- 
sel pursuant to a plot concocted by Car- 
penter and others. 


PAPERMAKERS’ STRIKE OFF. 


Result of Arbitration at Ballston 
Spa, N. Y. 
Special to The New York Times. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., May 27.—Arbitration 
proved effective at Ballston Spa this after- 
noon when the papermakers’ strike was of- 
ficially declared off, and the announce- 
ment made that the 300 members of the 
Laborers’ Protective Union would resume 
work to-morrow morning. 

This result was gained by a compromise 
being offered by the management and ac- 
cepted by the strikers through their union. 
It was speedily brought about after a hur- 
ried conference between Bernard Stark of 
the New York State Board of Arbitration, 
L. G. Fisher, and I. B. Hosford of New 
York City, President and Vice President 
respectively, and other officials of the 
Union Bag and Paper Company, and also 


Resident Superintendent McCormick, with 
Secretary Fred Lee of the Laborers’ Pro- 
tective Union.

FORT DE FRANCE, Martinique, Mon- 
day, May 26, 9 P. M.—The volcano is again 
in eruption. Huge inky-black clouds are 
rolling over Fort de France in great masses, 
and there are peculiar lightning flashes in 
them.

FLOOD IN ST. VINCENT. 


Houses Washed Away and Two Lives 
Lost—Volcano’s Appearance Caused 
Fear of Another Eruption. 


KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, May 26.—On 
Saturday night the dense clouds forming 
a canopy over the greater part of the island 
lowered, and a severe thunderstorm, ac- 
companied by a heavy rainfall, broke over 
St. Vincent and continued until to-day, 
causing the mud streams in the windward 
district of Georgetown to become flooded. 
The water pipes were damaged, several 
houses were washed away, and two lives 
were lost. The rainfall was so heavy that 
it disturbed the bodies of the buried vic- 
tims of the volcanic disaster, and corpses 
were exposed to view. 

During the storm the Soufriére volcano 
appeared to give forth dense clouds of va- 
por and steam, rising to a considerable 
height and spreading over the neighbor- 
hood. Roaring sounds from the mountain 
also caused apprehension of another erup- 
Severe lightning lasted all night Sat- 
urday, and yesterday. Eight inches of rain 
fell at Kingstown between Saturday and 
to-day, the heaviest downfall since the 
great hurricane. 

Further interesting incidents which 
curred during the recent eruption of the 
voleano are continually coming to light. 
While the residents of the village of Morne 
Ronde were leaving that plece by boat, a 
man who had declined to leave was seen 
running up and down the shore, screaming 
for help, and saying that the ground was 
hot, that the water was boiling, and that 
lava was coming down the mountain. It 
was impossible to rescue him, and he died 
a horrible death. 

The Unite’ States steamer Dixie has done 
splendid work here, and has rendered great 
assistance to the Government in landing 
supplies from other relief ships, besides the 
rations she brecught. The Americans here 
evince the greatest interest in the island 
generally.

PROF. HILL’S INVESTIGATION. 


Conclusions He Reached After a Journey 
in Martinique—He Is Now Trying 
to Get to the Volcano, 


FORT DE FRANCE, May 26.—Prof. Rob- 
ert T. Hill, United States Government 
Geologist and head of the expedition sent 
by the National Geographical Soctety, re- 
turned here to-day after a daring and pro- 
longed investigation of the volcanic 
tivity in Martinique. 

Prof. Hill chartered a steamer and care- 
fully examined the coast as far north as 
Port de Macouba, at the extreme end of 
the island, making frequent landings. After 
landing at Le Precheur, five miles north 
of St. Pierre, he walked through an area 
of active volcanism to the latter place, and 
made a minute examination of the various 
phenomena disclosed. 

Prof. Hill is the first and only man who 
has set foot in the area of craters, fis- 
sures, and fumaroles (miniature volcanoes.) 
In addition to his work of investigation, he 
rescued in his steamer many poor people 
of Le Precheur, who had ventured back 
after deserting their homes, and found 
themselves in awful danger. He reports as 
follows:

Mushroom-shaped 
steam explosions constahtly ascend from 
the oid crater, while heavy ash-laden clouds 
float horizontally from the new crater. 
The old crater ejects steam, smoke, mud, 
pumice, and lapilli, (ashes,) but no molten 
lava, The salient topography of the 
gion is unaltered. 

“The destruction of St. Pierre was due 
to the new crater. The explosion had great 
superficial force, acting in radial 
tions, as is evidenced by the dismounting 
and carrying for yards of the guns in the 
battery on the hill south of St. Pierre ant 
the statue of the Virgin in the same local- 
ity, and also by the condition of the ruined 
houses in St. Pierre. 

“According to the testimony of 
persons there was an accompanying flame. 
Others think that the incandescent cinders 
and the force of their ejection were suffi- 
cient to cause the destruction. This must 
be investigated. I am now following this.”’ 

This is the first positive scientific state- 
ment based on observed facts. 

Prof. Hill. has now started on horseback 
for the volcano. He wil] study the whole 
affected area, and will try to get to both 
craters. He will certainly visit Morne 
Rouge and the slope of Mont Pelée. The 
undertaking is very hazardous, as an exp!o- 
sion May occur at any moment. 

Prof. Hill knows the risk he takes, but 
says the only way to discover exactly what 
has happened is to go to the crater itself 
or as near it as possible. He expects tu 
be gone two days.

AMALGAMATION TERMS CHANGE 


Important Modifications in Agreement 
Between Dominion Iron and Steel 
and Coal Company. 

Special to The New York Times. 
BOSTON, May A Montreal special 
says: Important modifications have been 
made in the articles of amalgamation be- 
tween the Dominion Iron and Steel Com- 
pany and the Dominion Coal Company. The 
Directors of the associations met two days 
and discussed the conditions, which have 
just been given out, but which will be 
ratified by a meeting of the shareholders 

on June 12. 

Valuable concessions have been made to 
the iron and steel company, which will 
thus be relieved from the payment of some 
$2,000,000 representing its original obliga- 
tions under the option to discharge all the 
debts and liabilities of the coal company. 
The cash deposit of $600,000 originally 
intended is also dispensed with. 

The most important concession, however, 
is probably that relating to the royalty 


to be paid by the steel company on the 
coal output. The old contract provided for 
a royalty of fifteen cents per ton on 
every ton over 3,500,000 tons in any one 
year. Under the concession granted by the 
Directors the royalty will be seven and 
a half cents a ton. It is anticipated that 
this will mean $150,000 a year in the near 
future.

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ONE HUNDRED FALE 
IN FATAL COLLAPSE 


Man Killed and Scores Injured 
While Viewing Parade. 


TROOPS RUSH TO RESCUE, 


Chickering Hall Site the Scene 
tof a Disaster—Builders’ Street 
Bridge Gives Way— Mo- 
ments of Panic Follow. 


About 100 persons who were watching the 
parade in honor of the French visitors 
were precipitated to the bottom of the deep 
excavation on the site of Chickering Hall, 
at Fifth Avenue and Eighteenth Street, 
shortly after 6 o'clock last evening by the 
collapse of a large section of a temporary 
bridge or sidewalk thrown across the front 
of the pit pending the building of the foun- 
dations of the thirteen-story office build- 
ing which is to be erected there. One man 
was instantly killed, and of the others 
searcely any one escaped uninjured. 

The police reports show that at least fifty 
were so seriously injured that they either 
had to receive medical attention on the spot 
or else were driven away in carriages. 
Many were taken to New York, Bellevue, 
and St. Vincent's Hospitals, and late iast 
night some of these had developed symp- 
toms of internal injuries which may have 
serious results. Many of those who hur- 
ried away in carriages did not give their 
names, and the lists are therefore income 
plete. 

THE FATAL CRASH. 

None of the distinguished guests wit 
nessed the disaster, for their carriages and 
those of the prominent officials and citi- 
were escorting them had long 
The crowds, however, had lin- 
gered for the military display. Troop C 
was nearly by, and the Twenty-second 
Regiment was coming up when, with- 
out warning, there was a_ tremendous 
crash, screams and shouts, and about fifty 
feet of the bridge went down into the pit, 
which extended about twenty-five feet bee 
low the street level, carrying with it every 
one who was on it, the hand rails on each 
side rendering it impossible for any to leap 
to the pavement. 

One plank flew upward as it fell, tossing 
a woman, so the spectators say, at least 
ten feet in the air. Titere were more women 
than men on the bridge, for the police, four 
of whom went down in the wreck, had been 
keeping the people moving along the bridge, 
which was an excellent vantage ground 
from which to view the parade, and they 
had used rougher means to drive the men 
along than they had used with the women. 

The soldiers, upon orders, broke ranks, 
and, with a great crowd of spectators, hur- 
ried to the edge of the excavdtion, where 
the people who had fallen were writhing in 
an indiscriminate heap in the midst of the 
fallen beams and scantlings. Policemen Deé- 
laney and Lane of the West Thirty-seventh 
Street Station, who had fallen, with Pfi- 
vates IXdward Askins and B. McKelvey 
from the regiment, were about the first to 
rencer aid. 

Across the pit lay a twelve-inch square 
timber, the breaking of which, it is said, 
caused the collupse, and beneath it was the 
body of the man who had been killed and a 
dozen or more of the more seriously hurt. 
They pried it up and held it by main force 
for a minute or more till other help came. 
At the bottom of the excavation was a lot 
of*broken stone, water, iron piping, and & 
big heap of sand. 

This last undoubtedly saved many broken 
bones, for those who came upon it were 
hurt only by the boards and beams that 
fell upon:them. The big wooden support 
that broke stood about 30 feet from the 
Eighteenth Street end of the tridge. When 
it broke the wooden footpath first sagged, 
and then like a big seesaw rose high up on 
end dumping the people into the opening. 
Then the bridge flooring crumbled, and 
the separate planks falling upon the peo- 
ple below caused the most of the wounds. 

sorts of wild reports of the disaster 

spread through the neighborhood, and 

was soon a wildly excited crowd 
about the place. 

Engine No. 14 of the Fire Department is 
stationed close by, in Eighteenth Street. 
Foreman Shea heard the crash at the door 
of the building and with Lieut. Fox and as 
many men as he could spare ran to the 
spot and helped the police and soldiers, but 
stopped long enough to turn in an urgent 
call for ambulances, and help was soon on 
hand. 

Silence followed the crash for a few sec« 
onds. It was as if every one who fell had 
been stunned. Then the volume of crieg 
arose, but this time the note was of pain 
rather than terror. The people, as soon as 
they were free from the struggling heap, 
were passed up the sides of the excavation 
by their rescuers, most of the women 
among them being hysterical. Some found 
temporary shelter in the Hotel Logerot, on 
the southwest corner of the avenue, and 
others went to the engine house or near- 
by stores. ‘The record of casualties, as 
compiled late last night from the hospital 
and police records, is as follows:

INTER-STATE QUARANTINE. 


The Kentucky Board of Health Declares 
One Against Indiana on Account 
of Smallpox. 
. 
Ss ia? to The New York Times. 

LOUISVILLE, May 27.—The Kentucky 
Siate Board of Health to-night ordered a 
smallpox quarantine against the State of 
Indiana, to become effective at noon on 
Sunday, June 1. According to the order no 
person, whether a resident of Indiana or 
not, will be allowed to cross from the State 
of Indiana into the State of Kentucky un- 
less that person bears a certificate from a 
duly authorized health officer showing that 
he or she has been successfully vaccinated 
within the last five 

The burden is placed on the ferry, rail- 
road, electric lines, and all other carriers, 
and any carrying company transporting a 
person without such a cértificate will be 
prosecuted to the fullest extent of the law. 
The order is the result of Gov. Durbin’s 
refusal to aid the Kentucky authorities in 
dealing with the smallpox situation. The 
disease is now prevalent in Indiana, espec- 
ially in New Albany and Jeffersonville, 
directly across the river from Louisville. 

The average receipts of the ferry and 
railway lines across the Ohio River here 
show that 6,000 persons cross into Louis- 
ville from New Albany and Jeffersonville 
every day. They are employed in Louis- 
ville. The quarantine will keep these per- 
sons at home and will probably suspend 
all traffic between the Kentucky metropolis 
and the towns across the river.

THE GRAND PARADE AND REVIEW 


Troops of All Arms March Past and 
Win the Admiration of the 
French Officers. 


Before the ceremonies in the City Hall 
began the National Guardsmen were as- 
sembling at their appointed places along 
Broadway, Waverley Place, and Fifth Ave- 
nue, in readiness for the parade. It was 
still cloudy, but there was little rain—only 
an occasional drizzling. Major Gen. Roe 
and has staff had gathered at Chambers 
Street and Broadway, and the rest of the 
Guardsmen were scattered from there up as 
far as Fifth Avenue and Twentieth Street. 

The. carriages started away from the City 
Hall at 4:55 o'clock. Mayor Low had taken 
his secretary's place in the foremost one, 
with Ambassador Cambon beside him, and 
Secretary Peirce and M. de Margerie on 
the front seat. The others of the delega- 
tion followed in the same order that had 
been arranged at the Battery before the 
reception in the City Hall. After the orig- 
inal nine carriages came thirty-one others, 


bearing Controller Grout, President of the 
Borough Cantor, President of the Board of 
Aldermen Fornes, and all the rest of the 
board. besides several other city officials. 
Gen. Roe and his staff lined up across 
Broadway. The sailors from the Gaulois 
took their position next, and then the men 
from the Alabama and Kearsarge. The 
parade began to move slowly up town, and 
as it passed along the different regiments 
and, separate organizations fell in behind 
untfl the line was at last completed. The 
French and American bands took turns at 
playtng in front, and each regimental band 
did its best as it came its time to move. 


AT THE REVIEWING STAND. 


From Broadway the parade passed into 
Waverley Place, going thence into Fifth 
Avenue. At Twentieth Street Gen. Roe 
called a temporary halt, and sent forward 
the two detachments of sailors, who took 
their station across the avenue from the 
reviewing stand. which had been set up 
just south of the Worth Monument, be- 
low Twenty-fifth Street. |As soon as the 
jackies were in position, the carriages were 


driven up to the stand and their occupants 
alighted. The delegation, Mayor Low, the 
President's commission, and several of the 
city officials, took the front row of seats. 
Under ‘the canopy in the centre were the 
Mayor, the French Ambassador, Gen. 
Brugére, Vice Admiral Fournier, and Count 
de hambeau. 

When everything was ready the Ameri- 
can band played * The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner,’’ and this was a signal for the parade 
of the guardsmen to start from Twentieth 
Street. Gen. Roe and his staff led the way, 
their horses going at a walk. It was 6 
o'clock trhen they began to move, and the 
last of the line had not passed-the review- 
ing stand until 7:30, 

in the immediate vicinity of the stand 
were assembled many thousands of specta- 
tors. A solid line of policemen, under In- 
spector Harley, was needed to keep them 
in order. The streets and avenue were 
black for blocks around. The windows of 
all the neighboring hotels were filled. 
Here, as all the way downtown, French 
and American tlags floated from many 
roofs and balconies, and here, as along the 
entire line of the parade, the crowds were 
enthusiastic in their cheering of the jack- 
ies, the visitors, and the guardsmen, 

uadron A followed Gen. Roe and his 
staff past the reviewing stand, and then 
came Troop C of Brooklyn. the former 
wearing their full-dress uniforms of light 
blue, with yellow plumes, and the latter 
making a striking contrast in their dark- 
blue coats and heavy boots. Gen. Bru- 
gére applauded the first trooper enthusias- 
tically, and from then until the end of the 
parade he and all the other French officers 
showed their approval of New York's 
guardsmen by frequent hand-clapping. 

After the envalry came the Twenty-sec- 
ond Regimert, engineers, in red coats and 
dark blue trousers, their band playing 
“Marching Through Georgia.'’" Next was 
the Thirteenth, heavy artillery, a formid- 
able array in dark blue wit red trim- 
mings. The Third and First Batteries fol- 
lowed, the Second having been excused be- 
cause it lost all of its equipment in the re- 
cent armory fire at Thirty-fourth Street 
and Fourth Avenue. 

Gen. McAleer and the staff of the Second 
Brigade came next, and after them the 
Second Signal Corps. At this point there 
was a long pause, and the people onthe 
stand had begun to wonder what was the 
matter. An ambulance raced past as 
though bent on an errand of life or death. 
No one in the crowd knew then what had 
happened. It was the fatal accident down 
at Highteenth Street that had delayed the 
whole of the parade behind the Signal 
Corps. 

After a wait of some minutes, however,

Entertained at the Waldorf by Society 
of the Cincinnati— M. Cambon 
Praises President Roosevelt. 


One hundred and twenty-five guests sat 
down last night to the dinner in honor of 
the visitors from France given by the 
Society of the Cincinnati. It was a dis- 
company, with personal repre- 
the President of the United 
States and the President of France, the 
Commanders in Chief of the armies of the 
two nations, and other men prominent in 
civil life in both countries. 

The dinner was served in the Astor Gal- 
lery of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. The 
table was in the shape of an oval, the 
centre of it being decorated with hundreds 
peach blossoms, and American 
Beauty On the walls were hung 
flags of France and the United States, 
the American flags being the first 
edition of the “Stars and Stripes '’"—that 
used when the bars of HMngland were a 


part of the combination. 

At the head of the table sat Nicholas 
Fish, toastmaster, with Ambassador Cam- 
bon upon his right and Gen. Horace Porter 
upon M. Cambon's right. Vice Admirai 
Fournier sat wpon the toastmaster's left. 
Gen. James M. Varnum was Vice Chair- 
man, with Gen. Brugére upon his right and 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles upon Gen. Brugétre’s 
right. Others at the table were Col. A. L. 
Mills of West Point, Gen. John R. Brooke, 
Rear Admiral Higginson, the Comte de Ho- 
chambeau, and Rear Admiral Barker. All 
the guests wore full dress uniforms, and 
the scene was a splendid one. 

Gen, Porter responded to the toast, “ The 
President of the United States.'" He said 
that Theodore Roosevelt had had unexam- 
pled training for taking up President Mec- 
Kinley'’s work. ‘“ But it ts hard for us to 
think of Roosevelt as President of the 
United States,’’ continued Gen. Porter. “We 
instinctively think of him as the young 
man who has grown up among us, our 
companion in club life, tn civic reform, in 
military organizations.”’ 

Ambassador Cambon was called upon to 
respond to ‘‘ The President of France.” 
He spoke almost entirely of President 
Roosevelt, calling him ‘the highest type 
of the American citizen.” He said that 
the toasts to the two Presidents should be 
spoken together. Ambassador Cambon 
spoke in English, as did Gen. Porter. 

Vice Chairman Varnum asked the com- 
pany then to drink in silence to the mem- 
ory of George Washington, whereupon Gen. 
Brugére was introduced to speak to “‘ The 
Army of France.” We spoke more of the 
army of the United States, telling of his 
pleasure at meeting representatives of the 
American army, of the bearing of Ameri- 
can soldiers. ‘‘And I am glad to say,” 
continued Gen. Brugére, “that in Gen. 
Porter we recognize the best type of the 
American soldier."” Gen. Brugére spoke in 
French, as did the other Frenchmen who 
followed him. 

“The Navy of France’ was Vice Ad- 
mira! Fournier's subject, but he spoke more 
of the American marine. He referred eulo- 
gistically to Admiral Higginson, and ex- 
pressed his delight at the appearance of fn- 
telligence he had observed in the men 
trained at Annapolis. 

Comte de Rochambeau spoke to the mem- 
ory of the great co-commander with Wash- 
ington. In a few sentences he expressed 
the pleasure of his ena =f at these many 
manifestations of friendship between the 
United States and France. 

Col. Asa Bird Gardiner delivered the last 
address, referring especially to the part of 
the French in the formation of the Sociéty 
of the Cincinnati, 


REVIEW AT WEST POINT. 


French Visitors Arrive on the Parade 
Ground in Pouring Rain—The 
Cadets Complimented. 


WEST POINT, N. Y., May 27.—Count de 
Rochambeau and party reached the United 
States Military Academy here at 9 A. M. 
to-day, with the rain falling in torrents. 
They were met by Col. Mills and staff, and 
with an escort of cavairy were driven td 
the parade ground, where the cadets, muf- 
fled in rain coats, passed in review before 
the visitors, who stood on the green with 
the rain drenching them. 

After passing around once, the cadets 


were drawn up in close formation, and the 
visiting party, headed by Count de Ro- 
chambeau, marched around the six com- 
panies for a closer view, inspecting thém 
while the band played the French national 
anthem. Several manoeuvres were then 
gone through by the cadets, after which the 
party were escorted to the gymnasium, 
where a gymnastic exhibition by the fourth 
class was witnessed. A tour of inspection 
of the barracks and academy departments 
was made and a photograph taken of the 
party on the steps of the cadet chapel. 
The Count made a short address to the 
cadets, congratulating them on their fine 
appearance and soldierly bearing. 
The visitors then boarded the United 
States dispatch boat Doiphin, sand were 
taken to New York City.

RAIN SAVES WHEAT CROP. 


Million Dollar Downpour Insures An- 
other Big Harvest in Washington 


State and Nearby Districts. 
Special to The New York 
TACOMA, Washington, May What 
farmers call a million-dollar rain has fallen 
during tWe last few days over the wheat 
districts of Eastern Washington, Ov7egon, 
and Northern Idaho. It has thoroughly sat- 
urated the ground, insuring sufficient 
moisture for a good wheat crop, though the 
ground had previously been unusually dry. 
For five days 2nd nights there has been a 
steady downpour throughout the Palouse 
and Walla Walla districts, wetting 
ground to a greater depth than ever pre- 
viously known at this season. Three 
inches of rain have fallen. 
Only a month ago most discouraging re- 


ports came fram every . district. The 
Spring was exceptionally late, and the 
ground was so dry that the wheat did not 
root well. Rains early in May gave grain 
a good start, and warm weather has since 
made it grow fast. The present rain in- 
sures a crop equal to the record crop of 
last year, providing it is not damaged by 
hot winds during June and July. A month 
ago the crop was estimated at about 60 per 
cent. The acreage of barley has greatly 
increased because of high prices paid for 
Washington barley by Eastern brewers. 


FATAL FREIGHT WRECK. 
Engineer and Firéman Both Met Death 
In Accident om the West Penn- 


sylvania Railroad. 


BLAIRSVILLE, Penn., May 27.—One of 
the worst wrecks in the history of the West 
Pennsylvania Railroad oceurred at a point 
called Porter’s Curve this evening. James 
Couch, engineer, of Springdale, and Fire- 
man J. B. James were killed. 

Grant Gibson, conductor, was badly in- 
jured about the body. 

The engine was entirely wrecked and 
four freight cars loaded with valuable 
freight, with a cabin car, were a total 
wreck.

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A 400-KARAT DIAMOND ? 


Rumor that One Has Seen Discovered 
Sends Up Some Stocks on the 
Paris Bourse. 

PARIS, May 27.—On the Bourse yesterday 
there was considerable demand for shares 
of some of the less important diamond 
companies, owing to the rumored discovery 

of a stone weighing 40) karats. 

Should the forego'rg rumor be confirmed 
the diamond will bo by far the largest of 
any known to exist. The largest diamond 
now known is the Orloff, which is mounted 
in the sceptre of the Czar. It weighs 104% 
carats. Next to this is the Regent or Pitt 
diamond, of 136% carats. This stone orig- 
inally weighed 410 carats, but was reduced 
by cutting. 

Most famous of all diamonds, probably, is 
the Koh-i-Noor, the largest diamond be- 
longing to the British Crown. It weighs at 
present 106 1-16 karats. When it came into 
the possession of Queen Victoria, in 1850, 
it weighed 1861-16 karats, but was recut. 


Tavernier saw it in 1665, when it w

SOFT COAL MINERS 
MAY NOT STRIKE. 


One Operator Says the Anthracite Trou- 


ble Will Last Three Months and 
Be Attended by Violence. 


George F. Baer, President of the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railroad, was in this 
city yesterday, but as far as could be 
learned had no formal conference with any 
of the other Presidents of the anthracite 
roads, though he talked with some of them 
informally over the situation. He comes 
here every Tuesday, and spends some time 
in the office of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, where it was stated that this 
was his usual weekly visit. 

Operators who were seen yesterday said 
that there would be no general strike of 
soft coal miners. H. L. Herbert of Her- 
bert & Co., Coal and Iron Exchange Build- 
ing, Liberty Street, who own the Metamora 
bituminous mines in West Virginia, and a 
number of anthracite collieries, said that 
advices received from the mines showed 
that the general feeling among the bitu- 
minous miners was against a strike. 

“There may be some small bituminous 
strikes,’ he continued, “‘“‘and you may 
safely bet on it that there will be no gen- 
eral strike in the bituminous coal fields. 
I knew that the anthracite miners’ strike 
would take place long before there was 
any general idea that they would strike. 
‘Their strike will last three months I be- 
lieve, and I fear toward the end will be 
attended with violence, necessitating the 
calling out of the militia.”’ 

Soft coal was further anvanced in price 
yesterday. The rise was from 20 to 40 
cents a ton. 


THE USE OF SOFT COAL. 


Many Complaints Made to the Health 
Board—Sherry’s and the Manhattan 
Elevated Road Mentioned. 


The soft coal nuisance is increasing, and 
many complaints being made to the Board 
of Health. Secretary Wadsworth, Com- 
missioner Lederle’s private secretary, said 
yesterday morning that every complaint 
will be investigated, and that the violators 
of the law will be proceeded against crim- 
inally and civilly. 

The majority of the complaints are vf 
factories, apartment houses, and breweries, 
but many other places seem to be using 
soft coal. Secretary Wadsworth said he 
noticed three violations of law last Thuirs- 
day night while he was at the Yale Club. He 
clajmed, also, that Sherry’s, on Fifth Ave- 
nue, at Forty-fourth Street, was using 
soft coal, and that heavy black smoke in- 
dicating the same kind of coal was pouriug 
from the chimneys of the-Gerard, on 
Forty-fourth Street, and from a fashionable 
apartment house at 58 West Forty-seventh 
Street. He lodged formal complaints 


against these places with Inspector Bram- 
ley, who sent out men to make an investi- 
gation. 

Mr. Wadsworth said the engineer of the 
Hotel Majestic was arrested on this charge. 
His case will come up for disposition in 
Special Sessions next Monday. On this as 
a test case will rest to a great extent the 


| attitude of the Health Department in other 


cases. No complaints will be made of uzers 
of soft coal who have smoke-consuming 
machinery. 

Another complaint made was against the 
Manhattan Railway Company, it being 
charged they were using soft coal on their 
Ninth Avenue line locomotives. It was 
charged that engines left a long trail of 
heavy black smoke behind them, and that 
it was particularly offensive yesterday. 


A SMOKE NUISANCE CASE. 


Soft Coal for Locomotives Not Pro- 
hibited, Long Island Road’s Plea. 


A hearing was given at Jamaica, Queens 
County, in the Court of Special Sessions, 
yesterday, in the case of the Health De- 
partment of the Borough of Queens against 
the Long Island Railroad on a charge of 
creating a smoke nuisance. 

Counsellor William J. Kelly, for the rail- 
road company, asked for a dismissal of the 


complaint on the ground that Section 134 
of the charter, as to the prohibition against 
burning soft coal in the city limits, applied 
only to stationary engines and not to rail- 
road locomotives. 

Counsel were instructed to submit briefs 
to Justice Fleming, and the case was ad- 
journed to June 5. 


STRIKE OF IRONWORKERS. 


Action of the Men May Stop Rapid 
Transit Construction in Every 
Department. 

The strike of the ironworkers on the 


rapid transit tunnel was still in full force 
yesterday, and in a short time the whole 


| work in the tunnel will be tied up unless 


some way is found of settling the trouble. 
The following statement was mgde yester- 
day by John B. McDonald, the gneral con- 


tractor: 


“The situation was this. The delegate 
called out the ironworkers on the rapid 
transit railroad without any grievance on 
the part of the men against their employ- 
ers. Most of the ironworx for the subway 
is done by the Terry & Tench Company, 
but as far as Terry & Tench losing enough 
money on Sections 1, 2, and 3 to cause 
their embarrassment, as is strted, is con- 
cerned, I do not believe it from their state- 
ments made to me personally. They were 
making losses on other work they had on 
hand, which was probably due to the in- 
crease of wages of the ironworkers.” 

A representative of Terry & Tench, on 
whose account it is alleged the strike took 
place, said yes ‘*«rday that the firm was no- 
tified on Satu: ilay that the strike was to 
take place, an did all it could to prevent 


it. Asked why the firm was on such good, 
terms with the Housesmiths and Bridge- 
men's Unfon, which ordered the strike, he 
said: 

“We have been paying union wages all 
along, and had no trouble with the union.”’ 

He was asked why the firm had given up 
the contract sublet to it by the rapid 
transit sub-contractors for all the itron- 
work on the tunnel. He replied: 

“The engineers were too exacting with 
the ironworkers. They made them do the 
work two or three times over sometimes. 
As we had to pay extra wages for this, it 
was a continual loss, and finally we had 
to give up the contract." 

‘Had the’ ironworkers the idea that they 
could forcé the sub-contractors by this 
strike to give you back the contract on 
better terms?” 

“That may have béen their idea,’’ he re- 
paed. “but if it was we knew nothing 
of it.”

She said that the National Wardrobe 
Company was a reputablé incorporated con- 
cern, which had been doing business in Bos- 
ton for four and a half years. She exhibit- 
ed in proof of this a circular giving testi- 
monials of the good work performed by the 
National Wardrobe Company for a num- 
ber of persons. The testimonials are near- 
ly all by Boston business men. Other circu- 
lars outline the scheme of the company, 
which is in substance that at so much per 
month the company will take care of cloth- 
ing, press, clean, and sponge it, keep iffree 
from moths, &c. It is cailed for and de- 
livered, 

In the Fifth Avenue office yesterday 
were fifteen young women and men mail- 
ing a lot of literature to be sent out to the 
public. The concern's storage room—where 
the clothing is kept, cleaned, &c.—is on | 
Sixth Avenue, between Thirty-fifth and | 
Thirty-sixth Streets. It was freely admit- | 
ted that the business here is not yet in 
g00d working order, having been started 
some weeks ago, and that some persons | 
had legitimate cause for complaint. 


TWO SAILORS LOST AT SEA. 


Swept Overboard in a Squall from the 
~ Liner Kronprinz Wilhelm. 


The North German Lloyd liner, Kronprinz 
Wilhelm, which arrived here yesterday 
from Bremen, Southampton, and Cher- 
bourg, after a passage of five days eigh- 
teen hours and fifty-four minutes, reported 
that during a southwest squall on Friday, 
and while half a dozen seamen were at 
work on the upper deck trying to close a 
heavy iron doorway, an enormous wave 
swept over the forward deck, carrying two 
men overboard and throwing another down 
a companionway. 

The alarm was given immediately, and 
two life-buoys were thrown over. The big 
steamship cruised around for nearly two 
hours, but no trace of the men was seen. 
It was supposed that they sank immedi- 
ately, as they were clad in oilskins and 


heavy boots. 

The men were Otto Zilke and Bernhard 
Havehost, both single, and hailing from 
Bremen. A sum of $1,200 was collected 
among the passengers, and will be sent to 
the parents of the drowned men. There 
were 508 cabin and 735 steerage passengers.

Charles F. Murphy, Daniel F. McMahon, 
and Louis F. Haffen arrived at the wigwam 
promptly vesterday to attend the first for- 
mal meeting of the new Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Tammany Executive Committee.

EX-WARDMAN BURNS DEAD. 


Indicted During the Lexow Days, He

James H. Burns, an ex-wardman of the 
New York police force, died Saturday night 
at his home on Fifth Avenue, in New Ro- 
chelle. His death was due to dropsy.' He 
had been in failing health for over two 
years and during the latter part of his ill- 
ness he was kept alive only through the 
use of oxygen. Three nurses attended him. 
Mr. Burns was fifty-one years of age. His 
funeral will take place this morning from 
the home of his brother, Joseph Burns, 22 
West Ninety-fourth Street. Services will 
be held at the Church of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. The burial will be in Calvary Cem- 
etery. - 

Burns was a wardman in the Old Slip and 
Tenderloin Precincts in 1892, when Capt. 
William A. Mclaughlin, since Deputy 
Chief and now Inspector, was in command 
in those precincts. Burns figured in the 
Lexow investigation. He was indicted for 
extortion. Later he was indicted for at- 
tempted blackmail. A month before his sec- 
ond indictment, Burns jumped his bail and 
disappeared. At his trial before the Police 
Board on the blackmail charge, he testified 
that he made considerable money, but 
claimed he had acquired it through betting 
on the horse races.

Railroads Said to be Aiding the Trust 
in Cutting Prices. 


CHICAGO. May 27.—Some of the Western 
railroads are accused of helping the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company, commonly 
called the ‘‘ Sugar Trust,”’ in its effort to 
kill the beet sugar industry in Nebraska 
and Colorado. Three railroad lines are said 
to have joined a steamship line in making 
a through rate of 53 cents per 100 pounds 
on sugar from New York, via Galveston, to, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, Omaha, and Lin- 
coia, Neb 

On this rate the Sugar Trust has just 
shipped into the Missouri River térritory 
200 carloads of sugar, aggregating 5,000,000 
pounds. The result is that this sugar is 
put into thut market at a lower figure than 
the beet sugur growers of Nebraska and 
Colorado can meet and realize any profit. 
Another railroad has given notice that it 
will join in making via New Orleans the 
same rate of 33 cents from New York to 
Missouri River points that other roads are 
making via Galveston.

President Orr Said Several Questions 
Were Considered, but No Decision 
Was Reached. 


The Contract Committee cf the Rapid 
Transit Commission, composed of Alexan- 
der E. Orr, Charles Stewart Smith, Con- 
troller Grout, who was assisted by Ed- 
ward M. Shepard. and A. B. Boardman, 
counsel, and W. B. Parsons, chief engineer 
of the commission, held a meeting yester- 
day afternoon, at which President Cassatt 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad and Judge 
Logan, general solicitor, and Samuel Rea, 
Fourth Vice President of the railroad were 
also present. 

After the meeting, which lasted over three 
hours, Alexander E. Orr, President of the 
Rapid Transit Commission, said that they 
had met in order to discuss several ques- 
tions arising from the application of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad to build a cross- 
town tunnel from the North to 
River below Thirty-fourth Street. The com- 
nittee e said, had made _ considerable 
progress, but no decision had been reached, 
and another meeting would be held before 
the committee's report to the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission would be formulated. Until 
that report was ready, Mr. Orr said he 
could give no information of the proceed- 
ings of the committee. 

It was understood that the conference 
was held principally to discuss the ques- 
tion of compensation which the railroad 
company must pay the city for the fran- 
chise to construct the tunnel, the plans for 
which have been filed with the commission 
for some time, and so far have met with no 
serious objection, although many detalls 
have yet to be examined and considered. 

In this regard Mr. Orr said that the ques- 
tion of compensation was discussed, but 
not definitely. There is an immense amount 
of detail involved in the arrangements to 
be made with the railroad, and the tenta- 
tive plan of agreement or draft of the 
terms will not be ready for some time. 


REPORTED SALE OF 
QUEENS COUNTY RAILROAD. 


Interborough Rapid Transit Co. Said to 
Have Acquired It with Interisland 
Construction Co.’s Tunnel 
Franchise. 

The Interborough Rapid Transit Company 
was reported yesterday to have acquired the 
Queens County Railroad, all that com- 
pany’s traction rights, and also the tunnel 
franchise of the Interisland Construction 
Company to build a tunnel from a point in 
Long Island on Fourth Street, between 
Vernon and Jackson Avenues, under the 
East River, to Forty-second Street, and 
under that street to Bleventh Avenue. The 
officials of the Interborough Company were 
disinclined to discuss the report, those seen 

rene either to deny or affirm it. 

The Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany is the corporation organized for the 
purpose of taking over the subways in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx heing built under the 
contract between the city and John B. 
McDonald. The company is capitalized at 
$25,000,000. 

The New York and Queens County Rail- 
road Company, which the or 
Rapid Transit Company is said to have ab- 
sorbed, controls routes aggregating 110 
miles of road. It practically controls all of 
the trolley lines having their termini in 
Long Isiand City on the north side of the 
island. The capital stock of the company is 
$2,500,000 and its bonded indebtedness is 
about $3,000,000. 

The tunnel franchise possessed by the 
Inter-island Construction Company was 
obtained a number of years ago. Ten years 
ago work was begun on the tunnel by the 
sinking of a shaft/’forty feet square, be- 
tween Vernon and Jatkson Streets, at 
Fourth Avenue. When a depth of nearly 
a hundred feet had been reached about 
seventy pounds of dynamite, which had 
been stored near the shaft, exploded, kill- 
ing five persons, and injuring over fifty. 
Many suits for damages were started, 
and the work on the tunnel was suspended. 
It has never been resumed. 

If the reported deal has been consum- 
mated, 110 miles of trolley lines in Queens 
County will be brought into direct connec- 
tion with the entire subway system of 
Manhattan and the Bronx. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


Northern Pacific’s Important Purchase. 

DULUTH, Minn., May 27.—The Duluth 
Transfer Railroad Company has been sold 
to the Northern Pacific Road for $550,000. 
The transaction was authorized at meet- 
ings of the Directors and of the stockhold- 


ers here yesterday. The sale is one of the 
most interesting pieces of railroad news 
that has developed at the head of the lake 
in many years. The Duluth Terminal is 
considered a most important piece of term- 
inal property. The Northern Pacific Com- 
pany had $22,000,000 in terminals on both 
sides of Superior Bay before it acquired 
those of the old St. Paul and Duluth. The 
Duluth Transfer Railroad line extends from 
Duluth to Tronton, where it connects with 
the Eastern Minnesota. 


St. Louis and Newport News Railroad.

WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Weather Bu- 
reau's weekly summary of crop conditions is as 
follows 

The week ending May 26 was one of highly 
favorable temperature conditions In all districts 
east of the Rocky Mountains, with abundant 
rainfall over the greater portion of the central 
Valleys, lake region, and Middle Atlantic States 
Drought conditions in the Ohio Valley have been 
effectually relieved, except in Southern Illinols, 
and while partially broken over the greater part 
of the Middle and South Atlantic States, more 
rain was needed at the close of the week in 
those districts Rain is much needed in Ten- 
nessee, over the northern portions of Mississippi 
and Alabama, and in Central and Southern 
Florida Excessively heavy rains retarded work 
and caused some damage by washing and over- 
flows in the lake region and in the States of the 
Ohio and Lower Missouri Valleys. On the Pacific 
Coast the first part of the week was too cold 
in Weshington and Oregon, but more favorab a 
conditions prev ailed during the latter part; in 
California, with the exception of drying winds, 
the week, though cooler than usual, was general- 
ly favorable Heavy frosts occurred on the 10th 
and 20th in the Middle and Southern Rocky 
Mountain districts, causing considerable dam- 
age

In the Middle, South Atlantic, and East Gulf 
States and portions of the Ohio Valley the out- 
look for oats is not promising, but more favor- 
able conditions are reported from the Missouri 
and Upper Mississipp{! Valleys and the lake re- 
gion Harvesting is in progress in the Central 
and West Gulf States. 

But few adverse reports respecting cotton are 
received In portions of Texas, Oklahoma, and 
Alabama the crop is getting grassy, and boll 
weavil are increasing and lice appearing in 
Southern Texas Generally throughout the cotton 
belt, however, fields are clean and the crop 
has made good growth, and squares are forming 
throughout the Southern portion. 

Recent rains in the Ohio Valley, 
oe Middle Atlantic States have put the soil in 

favorable condition for transplanting tobacco, 
whi “h work is well advanced in those districts. 
In the Carolinas stands are irregular and in- 
sects destructive. Plants are generally plentiful, 
except in Central and Eastern Kentucky, but 
are overgrown in portions of Virginia and Ten- 
nessee 

Orchards have sustained some damage by local 
storms in the Ohio Valley, and on the whole the 
general fruit outlook is less encouraging than 
earlier in the season Peaches are dropping ex- 
tensively in the Middle and South Atlantic 
States 

A very general improvement fin grass is re- 
ported from the central valleys, but the condi- 
tion of this crop In New England and the Middle 
Atlantis States continues backward.

The smallest crowd of the season made 


day's racing at the Gravesend track 
a enh notable occasion, the ‘‘ regu- 
lars ”’ for the first time since racing opened 
in’ New York for the new turf year having 
things their own way and the attendant 
coinfort that comes on an off day. The 
programme offered was quite up to the 
average in the way of attractiveness, but 
the weather was more than the casual race- 
goers could stand. As events turned out, 
the absentees were wise, for of the six 
Traces only a single one was won by a fa- 
vorite, the five other events going to horses 
that figured in the betting from second 
choices to rank outsiders. 

The track was deep in sloppy, thin mud, 
but for all that withdrawals were few, and 
fair fields ran for all the races. The feat- 
ure was the race for the Preakness Stakes, 
at’ one mile and seventy yards, for three- 
year-olds that had never won $2,500. Col. 
FiC. McLewee's Major Daingerfield and 
W;:H. McCorkle’s Barouche were added 
starters after four of the nine horses origi- 
nally named to run had been scratched. 
The betting on the race, the fourth of the 
programme, opened with the California 
colt Old England and the Belmont entry 
Namtor equal favorites at about 8 to 5 
each, but as the betting progressed Namtor 
was backed down, while Old England went 
up until.as good as 2 to 1 was laid against 
him. The McLewee entries, composed Major 
Daingerfield and Hindred, were backed quite 
heavily by the stable by which they were 
started. 

Old England went out at the lifting of 
the barrier and raced along in front at a 
hot, pace, outrunning Namtor in the first 
half mile. After Major Daingerfield had 
got up to-him and actually showed in front 
on the last turn. Old Engiand proved his 
worth ‘still further by responding gamely 


when called on at the finish, and, ridden 
out, won by a head from Major Dainger- 
field, who was second four lengths before 
Namtor third.

‘A BIG WAREHOUSE AFIRE 


Heavy Losses in the Terminal 
Company’s Building. 


Goods Stored by City Firms Destroyed 
by Flames, Smoke, and Water—Car- 
pet Manufacturer’s Great Loss. 


Three stores of the Terminal Warehouse 
Company, the largest of its kind in New 
York City, occupying the entire biock 
bounded by West Twenty-sixth and 
Twenty-seventh Streets and Twelfth and 
Thirteenth Avenues, were yesterday morn- 
ing badly damaged by a fire involving an 
approximate loss, it is estimated by the 
police, .of $150,000. The exact figure 


could not be obtained yesterday on ac- 


West | 


count of the many different concerns and ! 


individuals having goods stored in the 
warehouse. Some of these firms gave the 
damage as very much larger than the esti- 
mate of the police. 

The firm of Alexander B. Smith, 
& Co., among the largest carpet manufact- 
urers in this country, with mills at Yonk- 
ers, are the main losers by the fire, smoke, 
and water. It was said yesterday ai 
the New York office, Fifth Avenue and 
Eighteenth Street, that the loss was fully 
$500,000, and that in all probability it 
would exceed that amount. The firm had 
a large sale a few weeks ago, and the goods 
destroyed were sent here from the factory, 
ready for shipinent to different parts of the 
world. It is understood that the loss is fully 
covered by insurance. 

According to the !arge retailers this loss 
may seriously affect the carpet dealers 
all over the country, and may also increase 
the price for this the

Smith company ships to New 
1,200 yards of carpet each day. 

The part of the warehouse where the 
fire started is located at the Thirteenth 
Avenue side of the big building, the three 
stores occupying the northward to 
Twenty-seventh Street, designated as Stores 
22, 23, and 24. The origin of the fire 1s un- 
known, though in the past few years there 
nave been several minor fires in different 
parts of the building. The structure is 
seven stories high, and brick walls separate 
the stores. Many large dry goods firms and 
those dealing in other industries have al- 
Ways a large quantity of goods stored in 
different parts of the buiiding, and rep- 
resentatives of these firms early 
the scene yesterday. d 

About a half dozen men were at work in 
the part destroyed during the morning, 
but they all escaped to the street. One ot 
them turned in the fire alarm when the 
fire was discovered, and later_three more 
alarms were sent in, bringing Chief Croker 
to the scene. The firemen had great dif- 
ficulty in subduing the flames, as the burn- 
ing material stored within sent out enor- 
mous volumes of dense black smoke, which 
kept them back and clouded the neighbor- 
hood for blocks around, so that it was 
difficult and dangerous to stand within 
two blocks of the warehouse in the direc- 
tion in which the wind carried the smoke. 

The fireboats also steamed up the river 
and gave their aid. It was two hours, on 
account of the density of the smoke, be- 
fore the firemen could get at the flames, 
though in the meanwhile the hose and 
water towers were deluging the building. 
It was noon before the fire was consideret 
by Chief Croker as under control, and then 
the firemen began the work of throwing 
out the burning matter from the windows 
into the streets. Thousands of rolls of 
carpet, the most of it of the best grades, 
together with expensive rugs, fell into the 
streets, piling up during the afternoon 
many feet high. Police were on 
over the goods all day and last night.

BEEF CONCERNS’ HEARING 


Albany and Troy Managers Testify 
as to Agreements. 


Their Testimony Goes to Show an Un- 
derstanding Existed Between Com- 
panies About Listing Re- 


tail Dealers. 


ALBANY, May 27.—Albany and Troy 
managers of branch offices of the various 
Western

Bruno H. Crodosky, the Troy agent of 
Scliwarzschiid & Sulzberger, testified that 
he furnished Mr. Cotfe¥Y each Tuesday aft- 
ernoon a list of retailers who had failed 
to pay for meat delivered. 

John R. Ruddy, the manager of the Troy 
branch of Neison Morris & Co., gave simi- 
lar evidence to that of Grodosky. 

John W. Houngan testified that he had 
acted as arbitrator for the Western pack- 
ing’ concerns in Albany, and that he had 
been compeiled to fine certain managers for 
violating the credit agreement. 

Thecdore P. Wilcox, another ex-arbitrat- 
or, gave eviaence similar to that of Mr. 
Houngan. 

Charies La Fontaine, manager of the 
Albany tranch of the Hammond Company, 
stated that a uniform credit agreement was 
formerly in force, but that it was aban- 
doned some three years ago. Prices, he

LAIN would invite the Colonial represen- 
tatives to discuss that subject unless 
the British Government had something 
to propose. There

OMOTEPE. 


The route through Lake Nicaragua passes 
directly under the shadow of Omotepe, a 
voleano capable of doing for that region, 
without previous advertisement of inten- 
tions, all that Mont Pelée has done in Mar- 
tinique.—From The Sun. 


That is not the worst of it. Omotepe is 
what is known as a jumping volcano, the 
vuleanus saltans horribilis of PLiny the 
Younger. 

There is conclusive historical evidence 
that early in the fifteenth century this 
volcano was situated in Fryeburg, Me. 
This fact was established by accurate 
drawings of it sketched upon a stone 
hatchet handed down for generations in 
the tribe of Pavaus, the celebrated In- 
dian chief. As is well known, Omotepe 
has two great horns springing from its 
slopes, giving it from a distance the ap- 
pearance of a gigantic aurochs. This 
peculiarity is faithfully sketched upon 
the Paugus hatchet. There is no other 
horned volcano on the globe. 

But Omotepe was that very peak in 
Darien upon which stout Cortes stood 
silent with all his men and rubbered at 
the Pacific. We pass over an unauthen- 
ticated horned volcano in Ohio and come 
to the record of Omotepe’s visit to the 
Island of Mauritius, which rests upon 
the high authority of PETERMANN. This 
was in 1764. Whether this is the volcano 
which once lay athwart the route of the 
Panama Canal is not clearly established. 
Lieut. Wyse refers vaguely to a very 
sudden and remarkable reduction+in DE 
LessEPs’s estimates of the cost of exca- 
vation due to “a great natural change 
in the topography of the region.”” This is 
too indefinite to justify an identification 
of Omotepe. But everybody knows, of 
course, that it was in 1887 that the vol- 
cano swooped down upon the island in 
Lake Nicaragua which bears its own 
name, and has since remained there. 

Omotepe has thirteen craters, each one 
of which when working on full time is 
capable of doing things that make the 
tremendous exploits of Mont Pelée seem 
like the sputtering of cheap fireworks 
made for country consumption. All the 
canal commissions have reported that 
the Nicaragua Canal would be in no dan- 
ger from Omotepe. This would be true 
if the mountain would stay put. But 
what can you do with a jumping vol- 
cano? It might at any moment project 
itself upon the summit of the Cordillera 
Range, destroying the upper levels and 
lock system of the canal and annihilat- 
ing Corinto; or, on the other hand, it 
might take a trip to Greytown and block 
the Gulf entrance. 

The chapter upon volcanoes and earth- 
quakes in the report of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission is reasonably full. 
The conclusion is that ‘“‘such danger as 
exists from earthquakes is essentially 
the same for both the Nicaragua and 
Panama routes, and that in neither case 
is it sufficient to prevent the construc- 
tion of the canal.’”” Of the danger from 
volcanoes the report is silent. It is a 
reasonable inference that the commis- 
sion did not consider the perils from that 
source of sufficient moment to be taken

of security, 
accordingly reported adversely Senator 
Hoar’s bill giving the President full dis- 
cretion to select the route of the canal, 
and declares positively that the House 
bill providing for a canal across Nica- 
ragua should be passed by the Senate. 

If the volcano arguments against the 
Nicaraguan route were advanced by the 
enemies of all canals and every canal, or 
by persons having a speculative interest 
in the choice of the Panama route, the 
calm indifference with which they are 
disregarded by the Senate committee 
would be justified. But these protests 
against incurring an awful and needless 
perjl come from persons who are exceed- 
ingly zealous and notoriously disinter- 
ested. From whatever source they come, 
the unsteady and revolting habits of 
Omotepe are of themselves sufficient to 
compel the committee to take serious 
thought about the risks into which they 
would plunge the country in running the 
canal along the base of this migratory 
and explosive monster. 


IRRECONCILABLE BOERS. 

The announcement that the fugitive 
Boers have formed new republics in 
the wilderness of South Africa might 
have been expected. It was in effect 
made some time since by Gen. PEARSON, 
the representative in this country of 
the two former republics. But still most 
American readers will probably be sur- 
prised to learn that two tracts of land, 
one estimated at 27,000 square miles and 
the other of some 25,000, have already 
been “‘ pre-empted " by the irreconcilable 
Boers. The former marches with the 
Portuguese frontier in the Northern 
Transvaal, and the other, already called 
Langeberg, is more than half the con- 
tinent away, and borders the German 
possessions in West Africa. It seems 
likely that a ‘“‘great trek” has been 
going on in the direction of each, both 
since and before the conferences began 
at Pretoria. 


It is not likely that the British will 
resent or regret these movements. They 
will be more likely to declare them a 
good riddance of part of a troublesome 
population. “It the mere soil of South 
Africa, or rather of the two late repub- 
lics, should fall into their hands, denuded 
of its population, as it is already in 
great part devastated of their “ improve- 
ments,” the future task of the British 
would be much cheapened and simplified. 
It is unlikely that they will interpose 
any obstacle to the migration of the 
repatriated Boers now in exile to these 
new seats. But it is more than ques- 
tionable whether the Boers will have 
improved their condition by the new 
trek, the first they have attempted, pon 
such a scale, since the great trek of

1837, of which Pau, KrvuGeEr is the only 
survivor. That is to say, there is no 
part of South Africa which now seems 
so remote and inaccessible as Transvaal 
seemed in 1837, none in which they are 
likely to remain anything like so long 
undisturbed. 

It may, indeed, be said that it is only 
the gold of the Rand and the diamonds 
of Kimberley which have tempted Eng- 
lish settlers into the country, and that 
the Boers are likely, in the absence of 
other like discoveries, to remain in the 
possession of what nobody envies them. 
It was a clear prediction that, when mod- 


| ern civilization caught up to them, they 


must either be assimilated and absorbed 
by it or annihilated, unless they chose 
to migrate once more. And already, in 
the Transvaal, they seemed to have gone 
as far as they could go, and to have 
their backs against the wall. It is 
remarkable that they should be willing 
to run the risk of incursing again, and 
with a shorter respite, such an experience 
as they have been having for the past 
three years. The hope of an Afrikander 
nation, controlling the destinies of all 
South Africa, must by now have been 
given up by the most ignorant or the 
most sanguine among them. The north- 
ern part of Cape Colony, according to 
all reports, is almost as completely 
devastated as the territory of the late 
republics. Why should they desire to 
stay in South Africa at all? 

The answer to this question doubtless 
is that they see no way of leaving it. 
The ‘financing’ of such an enterprise 
as moving to a new land all who wish 
to go is quite out of the line of their 
patriarchal and Biblical mode of life. 
But in modern nations such a transfer 
would present no insuperable difficulties. 
We have in this country plenty of room 
for the Boers. Texas alone would hold 
them without the least crowding, in 
addition to its present population, and 
we have just been admitting two new 
States of which the chief industry is 
the pastoral, to which the Boers are 
accustomed. There are American rail- 
roads which would find the Boers highly 
useful toward developing the countries 
they traverse. They might doubtless 
rely upon the sympathy of the British 
masters of the territory of the two late 
republics, if not upon active aid from 
them. It would cost Great Britain less 
to assist the emigration of the Boers 
than to help restore the farmsteads of 
people who cannot, according to British 
experience, become trustworthy British 
subjects, though doubtless it would be 
odd for the British Government to be 
at the same time assisting Dutch emigra- 
tion from South Africa and British im- 
migration to it. And certainly we have 
every confidence in our power to do with 
the Boers, as we have already done with 
the Irish, what the British have failed 
to do with them. We are not afraid of 
finding them politically troublesome. 
They offer by no means the most diffi- 
of the problems of assimilation 

the United States has syccess- 
fully tackled. And certainly it is not 
good, either for Britons Boers, 
that the irreconcilable Boers should set- 
tle down anew just beyond the British 
frontier, where the question now allayed 
by the devastation and depopulation of 
the Transvaal may break out againina 
dangerous and costly recrudescence,

THE BASIS OF CREDIT. 

In the discussion about the proposition 
for the issue of bank currency on the 
security of the assets of the banks and 
the liability of shareholders, with a 
proper reserve fund as a guarantee, 
there is shown a good deal of distrust 
in the sufficiency of such security. This 
is due, we think, to a failure to realize 
how much this particular’ security 
amounts to and how very small is the 
percentage of loss in the credit opera- 
tions of a great trading people like our- 
selves. 

It has been shown by careful inquiry 
in the office of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency that if the notes of National banks 
issued since the foundation of the sys- 
tem, now more than a generation ago, 
had been secured only on the actual 
assets of the banks that™have failed, 
including the liability of shareholders, 
the note holders would have suffered a 
loss of less than one-tenth of one per 
cent., while had there been a small guar- 
antee fund supplied by all the banks 
there would have been no loss at all, and 
the contribution to this fund by the 
banks would have been a negligible 
amount. And it has been proved in the 
history of our State banks, before the 
National system was established, notably 
in the cases of the Bank of Indiana, the 
Bank of Louisiana, and the New England 
banks under the Suffolk system, that 
notes issued on assets and redeemed reg- 
ularly were as safe as the notes of 
to-day with the Government guarantee. 
Like evidence is afforded by the banks 
of Canada, those of Scotland, and the 
Bank of France. Indeed there is nothing 
more clearly shown in financial experi- 
ence than the entire certainty with which 
circulating notes can be secured under 
proper safeguards. 

The condition of stability and contin- 
ued prosperity in the banking business 
is not complex; and, so far as concerns 
the issue of notes, can readily be en- 
forced. But in reality the banking busi- 
ness is only a more conspicuous example 
of the dependence on general honesty 
that prevails and must prevail in all 
business. How safe this dependence is 
cannot clearly be shown by figures, but 
there are some facts that bear directly 
on it which it is interesting to examine. 
Probably the Clearing House returns are 
the nearest available indication of the 
volume of credit transactions in the 
country. They are, of course, very de- 
fective. They only show the payments 
by checks, and do not include the great 
body of transactions, mostly small, in 
which currency is used, such as the 


payment of wages. Imperfect as they 
are,.the record of these returns is im- 
ppsing. The clearings throughout the 
United States in 1901 amounted, ac- 
cording to the figures of The Financial 
Chronicle, to $118,525,834,548. During 
the same year the liabilities reported in 
all cases of commercial failures were 
$138,495,673. If these liabilities had 
proved a total loss the loss from insol- 
vency would have been less than twelve 
one-hundredths of the total transactions 
shown by the Clearing House returns. 
But as a matter of fact there were avail- 
able assets in the failures reported of 
47 per cent., leaving the actual loss only 
a little more than six one-hundredths of 
one per cent. That is to say, in the 
credit transactions, as shown by the 
Clearing House returns, there was a loss 
through failures of only one dollar in 
sixteen hundred. When we consider the 
defective nature of the Clearing House 
returns, and the mass of credit trans- 
actions not indicated in them, it is a 
reasonable inference that the actual loss 
was not more than one dollar in three 
thousand. 

These figures do not show that scamps 
will not cheat when they find a chance 
and a victim, nor that sanguine men 
will not run in debt beyond all reason- 
able possibility of paying. They do not 
show that the entire mercantile com- 
munity is so honest that no precautions 
are needed to prevent bad debts. But 
they do show that the great body of the 
community actually pay their debts, and, 
indirectly, that there is no asset a man 
can accumulate that is capable of more 
profitable use than the confidence of 
those who deal with him that he will 
meet his obligations, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Looking over the city’s roofs yester- 
day, one saw here and there broad stream- 
ers of black smoke floating from tall build- 
ings and big chimneys, but they were not 
much, if any, more numerous than they 
were before the coal strike began, and it 
was evident that a majority of the New 
Yorkers who have been driven to use soft 
coal are doing it with a careful regard for 
the law and public rights. Whether this is 
due to the prevalence of civic virtue here 
or to the active interest in the preservation 
of our atmospheric purity which Commis- 
sioner LEDERLE has displayed during the 
last few days is a question not to be easily 
or finally decided, and it may well be left 
unsettled. The general good behavior of 
our citizens, whatever its inspiration, should 
not, however, distract attention from the 
fact that there are sinners among us, and 
the Health Commissioner need only spend a 
few minutes at the upper windows or on 
the roof cof a judiciously selected ‘“ sky- 
scraper "’ to discover, if not their identity, 
at least the scene of their misdemeanors, 
which is much the same thing. We do not 
quite understand the report that he has or- 
dered certain people to discontinue the use 
of bituminous coal. The report, though 
made indefinite terms, is presumably in- 
accurate, since there is no legal ban upon 
the combustion by anybody in his furnaces 
of any fuel he finds convenient. Only the 
creation of a smoke nuisance is forbidden, 
and that does not by any means necessarily 
follow the burning of soft coal. Dr. 
LEDERLE has begun well, and can be trust- 
ed not to relax his vigilance, despite the 
fact that two or three of the offenders 
within sight of our windows do seem to be 
strangely audacious or strangely reckless. 


—Certain remarks made by us recently 
upon the popular cure for snake bites have 
troubled the editor of American Medicine. 
Though a resident of Philadelphia, the pos- 
sibility that our commendation of the de- 
mon Rum may have been, or nave been in- 
tended to be, facetious occurred to our 
neighbor and mitigated his reproofs, but he 
could not refrain from expressing the fear 
that what we said *“‘is almost sure to add 
to the fallacious impression already fixed 
in many minds that whisky is in truth an 
antidote for snake poison.” It therefore 
seems wise to him to declare: ‘‘ There is 
not on record an authenticated case of 
snake bite cured by whisky. Plenty of in- 
dividuals bitten while under the influence 
of liquor have died and large amounts of 
alcohol have failed to save life in many 
cases. Only about one fn six of those bitten 
by venomous snakes dies. The remaining 
five are cured by anything they happen to 
have taken. Stimulation is excellent, but 
the giving of whisky to drunkenness, by 
lowering the resistive vitality has undoubt- 
edly been a causative factor in many deaths 
supposedly from snake bite that would 
otherwise not have occurred.” Thus per- 
ishes another precious illusion, and with it 
goes the correlated utility of both snakes 
and whisky! If snakes do not excuse the 
use of whisky, and if whisky does not ex- 
plain the existence of snakes, the one and 
the other seem to have no place in the uni- 
verse and the theory of design in nature 
gets a final jolt.

Committee’s Bewildering Report on 
the Popular Vote Plan. 


Neither For Nor Against the Measure— 
A Majority Against Every Proposi- 
tion—Depew’s Amendment 
Favored 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Senate 
Cemmittee on Privileges and Elections to- 
day ended its deadlock over the House reso- 
lution for the popular election of Senators 
by reporting, in substance, that it was all 
tangled up. Senator Depew had scuttled the 
resolution, so far as the committee was 
concerned, by his amendment providing for 
Federal supervision of the Senatorial elec- 
tions. After that amendment was intro- 
duced the committee was hamstrung; it was 
in the novel position of having a majority 
against every proposition that came up. It 
Was not the same majority on each vote, 
but no mutter what was suggested, there 
were enough votes against the contemplat- 
ed action tw kill it. A majority would not 
report the bili favorably, and another ma- 
jority would not report it adversely. 

After wrestling with the matter for 
months the committee found itself unable 
to report the bill favorably or adversely, 
and instructed its Chairman, Senator Bur- 
rows, to make a report which was so be- 
wildering that he had to state it to the 
Senate five times, and each time it was 
greeted with laughter. Even after the 
fourth repetition, so able a statesman as 
Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin got it wrong and 
arose to make a speech founded on a total 
misconception of the report. During the 
discussion five or six Senators failed to 
grasp the meaning of the report and got 
Inmore and more mixed up the more they 
tried to explain it to each other. 

Chairman Burrows's report was that a 
majority of the committee was opposed to 
the resolution; secondly, that a majority 
was in favor of the Depew amendment; 
thirdly, that a majority of the committee 
Was against the resolution as changed by 
the Depew amendment, and, fourthly, that 
a majority of the committee was opposed 
to reporting the bill adversely. 

Nobody scemed to know what to do with 
this condition of affairs. Some Senators 
insisted that the committee’s action was 
equivalen: to making an adverse report, 
until Mr. Burrows reminded them that that 
question had been voted upon by the com- 
mittee and that the committee had voted 
not to report the bill adversely. Some Sen- 
ators thought the bill had been reported 
favorably with the Depew amendment, but 
Mr. Burrows explained that, while a ma- 
jority was in favor of the Depew amend- 
ment, a majority was against the resolu- 
tion with the amendment added. 

Mr. Depew was momentarily happy in the 
belief that the resolution was now on the 
calendar ‘“‘as perfected,’’ as he expressed 
it, by the addition of his,amendment. Mr. 
Teller rather warmly pointed out that the 
resolution had not been perfected, and that 
the commiitee had voted not to perfect it. 

Mr. Wellington finally straightened out 
the tangle by moving that the committee 
be discharged from further consideration 
and that the resolution take its place on 
the calendar without any recommendation. 
This motion went over until to-morrow. 


IMPERIALISM AS AN ISSUE. 


Representative Richardson Denies that 
He Said It Is the Question of 
the Campaign. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—Mr. Richard- 
son of Tennessee, the Democratic leader of 
the House, greatly pained the anti-im- 
perialists of the House and Senate by a 
statement he made yesterday. A few days 
ago it was telegraphed over the country 
that Mr. Richardson was of the opinion 
that ‘‘Imperialism*’ would be the great 
issue in the coming Congressional cam- 
paign, and practically the only issue. The 
Democratic leader now repudiates the al- 
leged interview on which the telegraphic 

report was based. He said last night: 

“1 made no such statement, and I hold 
no such view. In fact, I doubt whether 
Imperialism will be the leading issue, as 
there are other important questions press- 
ing for public attention.” 

The anti-imperialists are distressed to 
think that one on whom they had depended 
for sympathy and support should under- 
take to discredit their efforts to make an 
issue for the Democratic Party. It is re- 
sorted that Senator Bailey of Texas, who 
fs reputed to be Mr. Richardson's political 
mentor, is extremely disgusted with the 
Tennessee Representative’s little pronunci- 
amento. 


IMMIGRATION BILL PASSED. 


Amendments Forbidding the Sale of In- 
toxicants at Immigrant Stations 
and in the Capitol Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The House 
to-day passed the Shattuc Immigration bill 
after adopting two amendments, the one 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors 
at immigrant stations and the other pro- 
hibiting their sale within the limits of the 
Capitol building. A lively debate preceded 
the adoption of the first, which was offered 
by Mr. Bowersock (Kan.) 

Mr. Shattuc offered a substitute providing 
that beer may be sold in immigrant 
station owned or used by the United States 
or in the grounds appertaining thereto 
under the direction or with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury. He had 
read a letter from the new Immigrant Com- 
missioner at New York, Mr. Williams, say- 
ing that he would not recommend the dis- 
continuance of the sale of beer at immi- 


grant stations. 

‘If you are so keen about prohibition on 
Government property, why do you not vote 
for a resolution to prohibit the sale of 
liquor in this Capitol?"' he asked Mr. 
Landis, (Ind.,) who objected to the Shat- 
tuc amendment. Mr. Landis then gave 
notice that he would offer an amendment 
to that effect. 

The Shattuc amendment 
feated, 25 to 75. 

Mr. Cochran (Mo.) raised a laugh by 
remarking dryly that if the same number 
of gentlemen who now seemed eager to 
close up the bar in the basement of the 
Capitol would abstain from patronizing it, 
it would close up for want of business. 

The Bowersock amendment was adopted, 
838 to 18. Mr. Landis (Ind.) offered his 
amendment to prohibit the sale of liquor 
within the limits of the Capitol building. 
It was adopted, 108 to 19. 

The Immigration bill brings together into 
one act all the scattered legislation hereto- 
fore enacted in regard to the immigration 
of aliens into the United States, amends 
some of the administrative features, and 
also adds some provisions made necessary 
by the extension of the territorial limits 
of the United States. . Among the more 
important changes are those increasing the 
head tax on aliens coming into the United 
States by land transportation from $1 to 
$1.50; adding to the excluded classes epi- 
leptics, persons who have been insane 
within five years, Anarchists, or persons 
who advocate the overthrow of govern- 
ment by force; immoral persons; broaden- 
ing the word ‘“‘contract”’ in the contract 
labor law to include “ offer, solicitation, or 
promise ”’ ; providing for the fine of steam- 
ship companies which receive at the port 
of departure aliens afflicted with loath- 
some or contagious diswase, instead of pro- 
viding as now for their deportation on 
arrival here; extending the time within 
which an alien who becomes a_ public 
charge may be deported from one to two 
years, and providing that immigrants over 
fifteen years of age should be able to read 
in some language.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


Conferrees of the Two Houses of Con- 
gress Reach a Final Agreement 
on the Measure. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The conferrees 
of the two houses of Congress on the River 
and Harbor bill to-day reached a final 
agreement on that bill. The exact figures 
showing the aggregate result of their work 
have not been determined, but it can be 
Stated that of the $9,500,000 appropriation 
added by the Senate only about $4,500,000 
was retained, the provisions calling for the 
remaining $5,000,000 being disagreed to by 
the House conferrees. As the bill will be 
reported it makes a total appropriation of 
about $65,000,000 in direct appropriations 
and for work authorized. 

Among the Senate amendments which 
were retained are the following: 

Improving Point Judith Harbor, R. L., 
$100,000; Harbor of Refuge, Block Island, 
R. L., $30,000; Great Sait Pond Harbor, 
Block Island, $50,000; Flushing Bay and 
Sag Harbor, N. Y., $39,500 together; Bui- 
termilk Channel, New York, $90,000; Cur- 
tis, Baytimore, $30,000 cash and $146,- 
WU continuing contract; Galveston, Texas, 
channel, $100,000 cash and contract appro- 
priations of $200,000 and $400,000 , respect- 
ively, as originally made by the Senate; 
Oakland Harbor, California, $100,000 cash 
and $150,000 continuing contract; Tacoma 
Harbor, Washington, $100,000 continuing 
contract instead of $222,000; Galveston ship 
channel and Buffalo Bayou, Texas, fixing 
the limit for completion of Division No. 1 
at $600,000; Mississippi River from the 
mouth of the Ohio to the mouth of the 
Missouri, $650,000 cash, instead of $600,- 
vuU fixed by the House and fixing the limit 
at $1,950,000 instead of $1,8U0,000; Missis- 
sippi River from head of the Passes to the 
mouth of the Ohio, $2,200,000, an increase 
of $200,000 over the House provision. 

Most of the amendments made by the 
Senate for large improvements were disa- 
greed to, and will go out of the bill if the 
conference report is accepted. Among the 
provisions which met this fate was that 
appropriating $150,000 for improvement of 
the harbor at the Island of Guam. 


PHILIPPINE BILL DEBATED. 


Senator Patterson Finishes His Speech 
—A Vain Effort to Fix a Time 
for a Vote. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—For several 
hours in the Senate to-day Mr. Patterson 
of Colorado discussed the Philippine ques- 
tion, concluding the speech which he be- 
gan yesterday. After reviewing and com- 
menting on the general Philippine 
tion he attacked the pending bill, particu- 
larly its provisions regarding the holding of 
lands. He declared that it was monstrous, 
and never should be enacted into law. 

He quoted newspaper stories of the al- 
leged torturing of native priests by Ameri- 
can troops in order to extort information. 


He also referred to what he considered the 
large proportion of Filipinos killed in bat- 
tle to those wounded, in one instance the 
proportion being twenty killed one 
wounded. 

“These startling figures,” he said, “ give 
room for thought-for reflection. Are they 
not the result of the kind of war urged by 
Gen. Bell?” 

In conclusion Mr. Patterson drew a vivid 
word picture of the day, which he hoped 
would come, when Gov. Taft or Admiral 
Dewey or Gen. Miles or some other offi- 
cial representing the United States would 
turn over the Philippine Islands to the 
Filipino Government, a ceremony such as 
recently had occurred in Cuba. 

A fruitless effort was made just before 
the adjournment of the Senate to secure an 
agreement on a time for a vote on the 
Philippine bill. The discussion indicated 
that some day next week eventually would 
be agreed upon, but no time was fixed. 
During the discussion a proposition was 
made that a time be fixed, on alternate 
Tuesdays, beginning next week, for a vote 
on the Philippine bill, the Nicaragua Canal 
bill, and the Cuban Reciprocity bill, and 
that a final adjournment be agreed on for 
the fourth Tuesday, but it was too startling 
to be taken seriously, although some Senk- 
tors regarded it favorably.

THE PHILIPPINE INQUIRY. 


Capt. McDonald Produces Documents 
to Refute the Testimony of 
Corporal O’Brien. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—Capt. McDon- 
ald continued his statement before 
Philippine Committee to-day and presented 
official statements to refute the testimony 
of Corporal O’Brien. Capt. McDonald said 
he gave orders to burn several towns which 
were in hostile country and sheltered la- 
drones and insurgents. He stated that he 
intended to ask thut O’Brien be prosecuted 
by the Federal authorities for perjury. 

Capt. McDonald offered a document pro- 
cured from the War Department showing 
that O’Brien had been on duty at San 
Joaquin from July 12, 1900, to Feb. 26, 1901, 
whereas he had ‘testified that he was 
present at Igbaras, thirty miles away, when 
that town was burned Nov. 2, 1900. This 
was the occasion upon which, according to 
O'Brien's testimony, a Spanish woman was 
maltreated by American officers and en- 
listed men. 

The witness also presented a complete 
set of accounts of company M to show that 
he was not a “thief,” as O’Brien had 
charged he was. 

The witness related the details of the 
execution of the Filipino bandit Pedro Gar- 
denero, who, O’Brien had said, was mis- 
treated by Capt. McDonald to the extent 
that he had been subjected to a court- 
martial. Gardenero had been guilty of many 
heinous offenses against the natives, and 
having been captured by them, was about 
to be executed, when he was rescued by 
American soldiers. The witness had placed 
Gardenero in the hands of Capt. Boardman, 
who turned him over to the civil authori- 
ties, and by them he was executed. Mc- 
Donald and Boardman were tried by court- 
martial for placing the man in the hands 
of the civil authorities, and had been found 
guilty of that fact. Gen. Hughes, how- 
ever, had disapproved the finding. 


Naval Expenses in the Philippines. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—In response to 
a resolution of inquiry the Secretary of the 
Navy to-day forwarded to the Senate a 
statement by the Paymaster General of the 
Navy showing the expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment on account of the naval operations 
in the Philippines from May 1, 188, to 
date. The statement places the amount in 
round numbers at $20,000,000. The expendi- 
ture to November, 1899, was $6,545,034; for 
L900, $5,512,000, and for 1901, $6,335,000. The 
remainder is estimated for 1902. 


BILL TO RETIRE CAPT. HOBSON.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The 
Naval Committee to-day made a favorable 
report on a bill authorizing the President 
to transfer Naval Constructor Richmond 
P. Hobson of the Merrimac fame to the 
retired list of the navy on account of disa- 
bilities incurred in the line of duty. 

Capt. Hobson recently applied for retire- 
ment on the ground that his eyes were af- 
fected, but the Naval Board which ex- 
amined him reported against such action. 
He thereupon appealed to the President, 
who transmitted the application to Congress 
with a favorable recommendation.

Republican Leaders Trying to Get

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Republice 
an members of the Senate Committee on 
Relations with Cuba undoubtedly would 
come quickly to an agreement on a schemé 
of relief for Cuba, if they could have the 
assurance that what they are willing to 
agree to would command practically the 
unanimous support of the majority in.the 
Senate, Until that assurance shall be had, 
it is probable nothing will be done in the 
committee in the way of preparing a bill 
to be reported. Some of the shrewdest Re- 
publicans in the Senate are members of the 
committee, and they are impressed with 
the importance of getting their party in the 
Senate in order betore they report a bill or 
Slve out any intimation as to the sort of 
bill they would like to have reported. 

These shrewd Republicans just now are 
canvassing the Senate majority on a prop- 
osition which the Republicans of the com- 
mittee are willing to support. It is under- 
stood this tentative proposition is the one 
giving 2U per cent. reduction in duties on 
Cuban products imported into the United 
States, the concession to run for five years. 
The proposed bill, it is said, does not re- 
peal the differential on refined sugar; but 
does provide that the President shall see to 
it that the concession shall not be allowed 
on sugars owned by persons connected 
with the Sugar Trust. 

The pending proposition may not pre- 
cisely accord with the current report con- 
cerning it, but the difference is probably 
not of much consequence. The attention 
of the beet sugar Senators is being directed 
to a 20 per cent. reduction bill, with a safe- 
guard in it that would bar out the Sugar 
frust from its benefactions. If the beet 
sugar people consent to support this bill, 
the Republican members of the committee 
will call in the Democratic committeemen 
and see to it that the bill is reported to the 
Senate. If this proposition will not com- 
mand the support that is needed, the com- 
mittee will try something else. In a word, 
the committee is feeling its way. It may 
be no bill will be reported from the com- 
mittee until a solid Republican vote in its 
favor shall be in sight; the prevailing ex- 
pectation, however, is that once the Philip- 
pence bill is out of sight, a bill will come 
om the Cuban Committee just as soon as 
forty-five votes shall have been secured in 
support of some sort of relief measure. 

There is no intention that there shall be 
a performance in the Senate like that which 
took place in the House. The Senate will 
get no Cuban relief bill before it until the 
Republican committeemen shall know they 
can send a measure through the Senate in 
full assurance that they can resist attempts 
on the part of a combination of Oxnard Re- 
publicans and Democrats to make ducks 
and drakes of it. 

It was current gossip to-day that the Re- 
publican committeemen behind the propos 
sition on which they are willing to agree 
would meet the approval of all except four 
Republican Senators, Messrs. Burrows, 
Dietrich, Perkins, and Bard. It was said, 
too, that it was hoped that within a few 
days these four would come into the fold. 
These stories may or may not be true—it is 
impossible to determine the exact situation. 
It undoubtedly is a fact that great impor- 
tance attaches to the attitude of Senator 
Burrows. If his opposition could be quiet- 
ed, it is thought William Alden Smith and 
his friends in the House would be willing 
to accept whatever measure might meet his 
approval It is essential, if Cuban legisla- 
tion is to be perfected, that there shall be 
enough Republican votes to make a major- 
ity of the House; there is no reason to be- 
lieve the Democrats would support a Cu- 
ban bill which did not contain a provision 
repealing the differential. 


GEN. WOOD’S EXPENDITURES. 


Secretary Root Assumes Entire Respon- 
sibility for Them—Resolution to be 
Introduced in the House.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Representative 
of New York to-morrow will in- 
troduce a resolution calling upon the Sec- 
retary of War for Gen. Wood's accounts 
and vouchers during his term as Governor 
General of Cuba.

Treasury as Governor General. This was 
authorized by Mr. Root, and there was no 
legal question of Gen. Wood's right to 
draw two salaries, one from the United 
States and one fromCuba.

The item of $1,700 paid to Gen. Gomez 
is not explained, but the Secretary assumes 
the responsibility for that also.

LONDON, May 28.—The British, Unit- 
ed States, and German Commissioners, 
Says the Shanghai correspondent of The 
Times, recently began, with the Chinese 
customs officials, the joint revision of 
the existing provisional tariff, but the 
work was suddenly suspended, Sheng, 
the Taotai, being ordered by the Chinese 
Government to await further instruc- 
tions. The Commissioners have strong- 
ly protested against this step.

Daily experience, says the correspon- 
dent, justifies the general opinion that 
the protocol of September, 1901, is a 
unique monument of the collective help- 
lessness of Western diplomacy in Pe- 
king. 


JAPANESE HOUSE TAX QUESTION.

LONDON, May 27.—A full rehearsal of the 
coronation procession, along the whole 
length of the route from Buckingham Pal- 
ace to Westminster Abbey and back, took 
place this morning. The attendants and 
horses were practically the same as will 
take part in the parade of June 26. The ve- 
hicles were plain coaches and brakes, rep-

HARVARD’S GERMANIC MUSEUM. 


Scholars of Various Countries to Help 
Prof. Francke—German Workmen 
Making Casts. 


BERLIN, May 27.—Prof. Kuno Francke 
has been in correspondence with Austrian, 
Dutch, Danish, Norwegian, and Swedish 
scholars, requesting their co-operation in 
the matter of the Germanic Museum at 
Harvard University. Prof. Francke has re- 


ceived ‘many favorable replies from his 
correspondents, although Emperor Will- 
iam’s contribution to the museum will be 
the largest. It is the desire of Harvard 
University that the museum should fully 
represent the Germanic races. 

Workmen from the Berlin museums are 
now making casts of the great altar piece 
and the famous founders’ statues in the 
Church of St. Sebaldus at Nuremberg for 
the Harvard Germanic Museum. This com- 
pany of expert workmen is going from city 
to city in Germany, making reproductions 
of art objects and sending the casts to 
Berlin, where the finishing touches are 
given to them.

Vinter further measures would be intro- 
duced to strengthen the German element in 
the Eastern provinces, including increases 
in the salaries of the officials of the mid- 
dle and lower ranks and those of the 
teachers in the elementary schools. 

Herr Richter, (Radical,) in a scathing 
criticism of the bill, said it appeared to 
have been “ dictated from the saddle, with 
orders to advance and to attack with it at 
quick time, without regard to what might 
be trodden under foot.”

According to the provisions of his will, the 
body of Justice George P. Andrews of the 
Supreme Court was taken Monday after- 
noon to Fresh Pond, L. IL, where it was | 
cremated. The remains were accompanied 
by Mrs. Decker, a sister, and other rela- 
tives, John H. Judge, and Dr. Matthew 
Chalmers. The ashes were placed in a 
sealed box, which was placed in a specially 
constructed black marble urn, and was de 
posited in the mausoleum of Commodore 
Cc. K. Garrison in Greenwood Cemetery, 
father of Mrs. Andrews. 

In his will, which was filed for probate 
yesterday, the Justice said that if the pro- 
vision directing that his body be cremated 
should not be obeyed the will was to be de- 
clared null ana void.

A number of other bequests are 
made, and the residue of the estate is left 
to his widow, Mrs. Katherine Andrews.

Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘‘ consideration’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

CONDITION OF CENTRAL PARK. 


Commissioner Willcox Tells of His 
Plans, and Says There Is No 
Cause for Alarm. 


Park Commissioner Willcox gave out a 
statement yesterday concerning the condi- 
tion of Central Park. 

“It is the policy of the department," said 
he, “constantly to use as much new soil 
and fertilizer and fresh plantation as our 
appropriations will allow. It is true that in 
some years this has béen neglected, but it 
is a part of our present plan to do as much 
of this work as is possible to be accom- 
plished with the appropriations that can be 
obtained. 

“The condition of Central Park is not 
new, nor has it been misunderstood. There 
is nothing to call for immediate alarm, nor 
for any sensational statements. It is not 
the intention of the departmeng to ask for 
any mill.en-dollar appropriation for the 
purpose of resurfacing the park, although 
it is the intention of the Park Department 
to constantly endeavor to keep the Park 
in good condition and to renovate and re- 
plant wherever the same is most demanded 
and to the extent that may be possible with 
the appropriations allowed for that purpose. 

“It is not the intention nor the desire of 
the department to resurface all the Park or 
to uproot all the planting that has been 
done, or to put two feet of mold around 
the trees that are already growing, and are 
in a healthy condition. Such a course of, 
action has not been dreamed of, and would 
not be tolerated. 

* Of course, all vegetation is dying. Much 
that we see to-day will be dead six months 
from to-day, ana many of the trees that we 
see tlourishing now will be dead twenty 
years trom to-day. This is a self-eviden 
proposition, but this affords no reason for 
ahy one to become panic stricken over the 
condition of Central Park to-day.” 

President Willcox has appointed officials 
for two new offices created by him. They 
are William E. Weeks and Thomas F. 
Murphy, who are now Assistant Superin- 
tendents cf Parks. 

Mr. Weeks takes the place of John J 
Quinn, whe was Superintendent of Speed- 
ways, a position now abolished. Mr. Weeks 
is an exvert on roadways and will have 
charge of park roadways, including the 
Harlem River Speedway. 

Mr. Murphy's position corresponds to that 
of the ex-ioreman of small parks, a post 
also abolished He will be a general assist- 
ant to the Superintendent of Parks, and 
will have charge of small parks. He used 
to be a sanitary engineer and was Super- 
intendent of Bellevue Hospital during the 
Strong administration. 


FELL OR LEAPED FROM WINDOW. 


Albert Livingston Seriously Injured at 
the Galena Apartment House. 


Albert Livingston, who did a general in- 
surance business and had his office at 45- 
47 Cedar Street, fell or jumped frem the 
fourth story of the Galena, an apartment 
house at 101 West Eighty-ninth Street, 
vesterday atmoon. He was seen to fall by 
John Westbeck, the janitor, and striking 
upon the flagging of the court in the rear 
of the building, rolled into the areaway, 
where he was picked up by the janitor 
and others and carried back into the house. 
Both ankles were fractured, and there are 
probably internal injuries. The man was 
taken to the J. Hood Wright Hospital, and 
his condition is said to be serious. 

Mr. Livingston is forty-five years old, and 
lived with his wife at the Galena. At the 
time of the fall he w2s alone in his apart- 
ment. It is said he has been suffering 
from dementia due t»> overwork. Sunday 
he met Policeman idurphy of the One 
Hundredth Street Station on the street and 
acted so queerly that he was sent to Belle- 
vue Hospital. from which place, however, 
he returned Monday. 


MR. GERRY NOT ARRESTED. 


Agent Merely Called His Attention to 
Soreness of a Horse’s Shoulder. 


According to the statement made yester- 
day evening by Peter Goelet Gerry, son of 
Conimodore Gerry, who was said to have 
been arrested while driving the coach 
Pioneer at Hastings-on-the-Hudson Monday 
noon by Agent Frederick Berbert of the

DANIEL P. HAYS FOR JUSTICE. 


His Appointment to Succeed George P. 
Andrews Urged Upon Gov. Odell. 


E. W. Bloomingdale and, Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles, representing the friends of Daniel 
P. Hays, of the law firm of Hays & Hirsh- 
field, are urging upon Gov. Odell the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Hays to the Supreme 
Court Justiceship recently left vacant by 
the death of George P. Andrews. 

Daniel P. Hays is well known among the 
members of the New York Bar. He is de- 
scended from Jacob Hays, who was Con- 
Stable of New York during the Revolution- 
ary period. His great-grandfather, David 
Hays, was'a patriot of the Revolutionary 
war, and purchased a homestead at Pleas- 
antville, Westchester County, where Mr. 
Hays was born, March 28, 1854. He at- 
tended public school in New York City, 
Was graduated from the College of the 
City of New York in 1873, and from the 
Columbia College Law School in 1875, and 
was admitted to the bar in the same year. 
He was counsel for Gen. Sickles when the 
latter was Sheriff of the City and County 
of New York. He did the greater part 
of the work of drafting and securing the 
passage of the act which gave the Sheriff 
a salary instead of fees. He has since been 


counsel for Gen. Sickles and a great many 
mercantile houses in this city. 

In politics Mr. Hays is a Democrat, 
actively interested in all measures looking 
for the good of the public. In 1893 he was 
Commissioner of Appraising in New York, 
and the same year was made Civil Service 
Commissioner. He is a member of the 

awyers’, Democratic, Reform, and Harlem 

Yemocratic Clubs. 


GOFF CRITICISES THE POLICE. 


In Burglary Case, He Denounces an 
“Inquisitory Degree” at Station. 


Recorder Goff yesterday, in the trial of 
Jefome Victory, eighteen years old, and 
living at 5381 West Thirty-fifth Street, who 
arrested on April 12, charged with 
burglary, took occasion to severely cross- 
examine policemen who appeared as wit- 
nesses against the boy. Thecomplainant was 
Bartholomew Genero, of 2,305 Eighth Ave- 
nue, who said that he was robbed on April 
12 of a gun, a watch, and $95 in money. De- 
tective Neil on the stand said that on ex- 
amination after his arrest the boy had con- 
fessed. Recorder Goff interrupted and said: 

“The police have only business to keep 
a prisoner in safety and not to put him 
through an inquisitory degree. No Captain, 
Sergeant, or detective has any right to 
auestion a prisoner. That is the Magis- 
trate’s duty. The law is as supreme in the 
police station as anywhere in the land. The 
police have no right to break the law 
there.”’ 

The jury was ‘out five minutes when they 
returned with a verdict of not guilty. The 
alleged cruelty of the police was brought 
to the attention of the District Attorney.

LEGAL NOTES. 

THINGS ALLURING TO CHILDREN.—Francis 
Bannerman is the owner of a gun and am- 
munition factory in Brooklyn. The fac- 
tory premises are inclosed by a fence, but 
adjoining is a vacant lot, owned by Mr. 
Bannerman, used as a dvigiping place for 
refuse from the factory, This open lot 
has often been used by boys as a play- 
ground. One day while fourteen-year-old 
Frank Travell was standing just outside 
the vacant lot, two boys, younger than he, 
approached with a mass of black, asphalt- 
like material composed of caked gun- 
powder and old cannon primers. This mass 
the boys had found in the vacant lot. All 
three proceeded to extract the pieces of 
brass primers. One boy in pounding the 
lump caused an explosion which badly 
injured young Travell. A judgment for 
$600 in his favor in his action by guardian 
against the owner of the factory to re- 


cover damages has been affirmed by the 
Appellate Division. ‘ There was sufficient 
evidence,’’ says Justice Woodward, for the 
court, ‘“‘from which the jury couid infer 
that the explosive material had been placed 
in the defendant's lot by his servants, but 
the defendant contends that, even admit- 
ting that the facts warrant this inferenee, 
no cause of action was made out. Counse! 
relies upon the well-known legal principle 
that for injuries caused by mere defects 
in the premises the ownér is not liable to a 
bare licensee. It is certain that the plaintiit 
was not what the law calls a ‘ licensee,’ for 
the injury occurred on the highway, and 
the plaintiff had not on that day been on 
the defendant's land. It is. also almost 
certain that the placing of highly explosive 
material in a rubbish heap on an open lot 
resorted to by boys for a playground, andi 
in a thickly inhabited neighborhood, does 
not come within the category of ‘ mere de- 
fects in the premises.’’’ Justice Wood- 
ward says further that the lump of caked 
gunpowder and brass primers would fall 
within the description of a dangerous and 
enticing machine as defined in the turn- 
table cases, where such a revolving plat- 
form is held to be “ as to children of tender 
years, a dangerous and at the same time 
an enticing machine—one which, when seen. 
would inevitably and infallibly allure chil- 
dren to come upon it, and that the natural 
and probable result of such play would be 
the injury of the child.” ‘‘ The pieces of 
brass were not without value as junk,” 
says Justice Woodward, in RP 
“and their presence in the rubbish wouid 
inevitably attract children eager to obtain 
a few pennies by selling what of value they 
might find among the refuse.” 
*,* 

FAILING TO PROVIDE AGAINST THE Posst- 
BILITY OF ACCIDENTS Not NEGLIGENCE.— 
The authorities of the town of Goshen 
placed a rock two feet square at a point 
where a country highway turned at right 
angles, for the purpose of protecting the 
fence of the adjoining property owner. 
The beaten track of the highway, which 
was about eleven feet wide at the turn, 
came very close to the fence. The rock 
had remained in its position for a number 
of years, and was visible to every passer- 


by. A horse drawing a carriage in which 
sat the wifc of John D. Hulse was frignt- 
ened by the barking of a dog, and in veer- 
ing to one side the carriage struck this 
rock and upset. A judgment dismissing thy 
complaint in an action brought against the 
town by Mr. Hulse to recover for the in- 
juries sustained by his wife has been af- 
firmed by the Second Appellate Division. 
Justice Woodward, for the court, says: “it 
is not negligence for a téwnship or an in- 
dividual to tail to provide against the pos- 
sibility of accidents. The duty is dis- 
charged when there has been an exercise 
of reasonable care to provide against the 
happening of accidents which might rea- 
sonably be expected to result. Where a 
rock has been placed at a road corner in a 
rural community for the obvious purpose 
of preventing collisions with the fence. 
which might be equally dangerous, it would 
be unreasonabie to hold that an accident 
due to the presence of the rock, in connec- 
tion with the frightening of the horse py 
the warming of a dog, constituted negli- 
gence on the part of the town. The rock 
Was not the proximate cause of the acci- 
dent. It could not have resulted in in- 
ury to the plaintiff except for the fact that 
is horse was frightened, and crowded the 
vehicle out of the beaten track and against 
this rock, just as he might have run the 
wagon against the fence if the rock had not 
been there.”’ 


Annoyed a Girl and Is Punished. 

Emery C. Jackson was convicted yester- 
day in the Court of Special Sessions, Jamai- 
ca, Queens Borough, of sending threatening 
letters to Miss Eunice Van Vechten of Hol- 


lis, and he was sentenced to a year’s im- 
prisonment.
